TUESDAY MORNING, DECEMBER 7, 1847

Mr President—-The House of Representatives has organized by electing, the 
Hon. L. P. Walker of Lauderdale, Speaker ; Alexander B. Clitherall of Pickens, 
Principal Clerk, T. F. Samuel Assistant Clerk, and James H. Owen Doorkeep¬ 
er, and are ready to proceed to business 

The House of Representatives has passed the following resolution, in which 
the concurrence of the Senate is requested. 

Resolved, That the Chair appoint a committee of three, to act with a like 
committee on the part of the Senate, to wait on His Excellency, the Governor, 
and inform him that the two Houses, having organized, are prepared to receive any 
communication he may have to make.

Resolved That the committee on the 16th sections be instructed to inquire 
into the condition of the 16th section fund, and what further legislation is neces¬ 
sary for its safety and security ; also that said committee especially inquire res¬

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sections which has not yet been collected, and what measures are proper for 
its collection and safe management, and that said committee report by bill or 
otherwise. 

Mr Frazier from the committee on the part of the Senate, appointed to wait 
on His Excellency the Governor, and inform him of the organization of the two 
Houses, reported that they had discharged that duly, and received for answer 
that he would make his biennial communication this day at 12 o’clock.

Mr Coggin introduced a bill to be entitled an act to abolish the salaries of the 
solicitors of this State, which was read the first time and ordered to a second 
reading. 

Mr Abercrombie introduced the following resolution, which was adopted; 

Resolved, That the judiciary committee be instructed to enquire into the ex¬ 
pediency of proposing a change in the constitution so as to give the election of 
judges of the county courts directly to the people. 

Then on motion of Mr Dent, the Senate took an informal recess. 

The hour of 12 o'clock having arrived, Mr President having resumed the chair, 
and called the Senate to order, a message was received from His Excellency 
the Governor, laying before the Senate his biennial communication. 

The message having been read, was on motion of Mr Frazier, ordered to lie 
on the table and one thousand copies thereof ordered to be printed. 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT.} 

MONTGOMERY, December 6, 1847. 

Fellow Citizens of the Senate 

and of the House of Representatives: 



It affords me pleasure to meet you as the renewed representation of 
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the freemen of the State in her Legislative Halls, and to tender to you, 
upon this occasion, my friendly greetings. Assembled at our new Seat 
of Government, and for the first time in biennial session, a retrospect of 
nearly two years, which have elapsed since your last adjournment, is 
presented for consideration. It must be pleasant to you to observe the 
improved condition of every class of our citizens within that period. 
Profiting by the experience of the past, under the smiles of a benificent 
Providence, and a well ordered system of industry and economy, every 
branch of business is in a prosperous and healthy condition. Relieved 
from embarrassment in their finances, our merchants, mechanics, and 
tillers of the soil have resumed an air of cheerfulness ; displaying at once 
the quality of our citizens— the value of our free institutions and the 
unspeakable goodness of that Supreme Being, who presides over the 
destinies of nations. This prosperous and happy condition, at this junc¬ 
ture in the affairs of the State, affords increased cause of reverence and 
gratitude to the great Author of all; whose goodness has ever been 
marked and peculiar to the American people. 

You must be aware that upon no past session of the General Assem¬ 
bly have been devolved duties so important to our future happiness, as 
those which you are now called upon to perform. A crisis has arrived 
in the affairs of the State, which must call into vigorous action the ut¬ 
most legislative and financial ability and energy of the State. Selected, 
as you have been by an enlightened constituency, it cannot be doubted 
that you will be found adequate to the emergency. As a co-operator, 

I feel the utmost solicitude to discharge the high and responsible trust 
confided to me by the Constitution, in such manner as may aid your de¬ 
liberations in accomplishing the best results for our beloved State. 

The great subject for co sideration at your present session, and that 
which must mark its character, is the financial condition of the State. 

The causes which have produced embarrassment are of the past; they 
occupy their place in the history of our State Government, and it is 
hoped, will teach a lesson of wisdom in our future course. They are 
sufficiently known to, and impressed upon our constituents, who are 
principally concerned; and, hence it may be neither profitable nor pro¬ 
per to point them out here. It would certainly give me no pleasure to 
do so; for it is humiliating enough to be unable to point to a trace of 
benefit derived from the vast sum borrowed, and which must now be 
returned through levies to be made upon our citizens Our business is 
not with the causes of embarrassment, which are beyond remedy ; but 
with the best means of relief. The time has arrived when efficient ac¬ 
tion must be had, if the honor of the State is to be preserved. Every 
difficulty can now be overcome by the adoption of an enlightened policy. 
A just and equal system of taxation, to an adequate amount, will meet 
the general approbation of our citizens. We are now able to ascertain 
every fact necessary for the establishment of such a system ; and every 
consideration points to the propriety of that course. In the most ear¬ 
nest manner, therefore, I urge upon you its favorable consideration and 
adoption. 
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Information to be derived from the Commissioners appointed by an 
Act of the last session, "To regulate the affairs of the Banks and pro¬ 
vide for the payment of the State Bonds," will put you in possession of 
the amount of the outstanding bonds, denominated the "foreign debt;" 
as well as the amount of the available assets of the Banks. The domes¬ 
tic debt, being the amount due to the Trustees of the University, and 
the inhabitants of the various townships of the State, will be readily 
ascertained, with precision, from various sources within your control. 
Having ascertained the amount to be provided for, the source from which 
provision is to be derived, is at once presented : we have but one, that 
of direct taxation upon the property and people of the State. 

The revenue to be collected, in order to provide for our indebtedness, 
must vary in its amount, according to the view which may be enterain- 
ed in regard to the time at which the whole debt should be paid. I do 
not suppose that advocates can be found for the policy of providing for 
the interest merely of our foreign debt, leaving the principal undimin¬ 
ished, and o remain so indefinitely ; certainly not, unless the rate of 
interest were reduced. In point of economy, as well, as in justice to 
posterity, I am decidedly in favor of making provision now, which will 
look to the ultimate discharge of this class of our indebtedness, in some 
reasonable time ; by no means exceeding twenty years — a much short¬ 
er time would meet my view. I, therefore recommend that an amount 
be raised by taxation, which will be sufficient to pay the expenses of 
our State Government, and the accruing interest upon the entire indebt¬ 
edness of the State ; and also, provide a sinking fund to be applied to 
the extinguishment of our foreign debt, in such manner as may be deem¬ 
ed best to effect the great object of its earl payment The amount of 
the proposed sinking ; fund in my judgment, should be at least two hund- 
dred thousand dollars ; and to be increased by the amount of interest 
which its application will annually save. 

In regard to the domestic debt, I am impressed with the propriety of 
adopting a different course. The burden recommended as a provision 
for the foreign debt will receive ample additions for the present, by that 
which is required to meet the interest of this. The character of the dif¬ 
ferent funds, forming our domestic debt should have great-influence 
upon our course in regard to it. Those funds are held by the State as 
a Trustee, who is bound to make the best provision for their security 
and productiveness. The principal is intended to remain — the profits 
only are to be used for the high purposes and objects of the donation. 

If the cash were in hand, and not desired to be retained and used by the 
State, in my view, it would be the duty of the State to invest the funds 
in some safe, productive, permanent stock. In view of our inability 
now and for some years to come, to discharge this debt. I recommend 
that stock to the amount due be issued by the State, in suitable sums, 
payable to the Trustees of the University, and redeemable at the plea¬ 
sure of the State ; with regular coupons for the interest accruing thereon, 
payable half yearly : that these coupons, when due, be receivable in 
payment of taxes, and all other public dues ; and, also, payable at the 
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State Treasury, without special appropriation for that purpose. I re¬ 
commend a like course in regard to the Sixteenth Section or School 
funds; by issuing stock to the inhabitants of each township, with cou¬ 
pons payable half yearly ; receivable and payable at the Treasury of the 
State as those of the University Stock. 

The amount of the domestic debt cannot fall far short of one million 
three hundred thousand dollars, at this time ; the Sixteenth, Section funds 
having been increased considerably, since your last session, by collec¬ 
tions. The benefits, to be derived from the course here recommended, 
must be obvious. The coupons, which, at six per cent, interest on the 
proposed stock, will amount to seventy-eight thousand dollars annually, 
will enter into the circulation of the country— remain within the State, 
and in good credit, and be quietly absorbed in the payment of taxes, 
and other dues to the State ; affording convenience to our citizens, with¬ 
out doing to any the slightest injury. And in the absence of a sufficient 
circulating medium, receivable at the Treasury, an annual supply to the 
amount mentioned would be sensibly felt; and amongst those, too, who 
will most need its aid ; the coupons to the townships being necessarily 
distributed throughout the whole State. 

When the amount, which, will be required to pay the expenses of the 
Government and the interest accruing on our foreign and domestic debt, 
also to provide a suitable sinking fund is ascertained the important duty 
of preparing a revenue bill which will hear equally and justly upon 
our citizens, and realize the amount, will require your patient investiga¬ 
tion and enlightened action. It is certainly of the highest importance 
that the system now to be adopted should be as perfect as it is capable of 
being made Success in this great enterprise will depend to a consider¬ 
able degree upon it. The subject of taxation, always profoundly diffi¬ 
cult and delicate, is rendered peculiarly so to us, by the history and facts 
of the present crisis. Without intending to scrutinize the wisdom dis¬ 
played in our present and former revenue bills it may be said with pro¬ 
priety that they have not been entirely satisfactory to the people ; and 
that the last has not worked well is shown by its results, which will 
appear by the report of the Comptroller. 

By the Comptrollers and Treasurers report, you will discover the 
amount of revenue derived from the present assessment. Comparing 
this with the sum necessary to be raised, you will have data for your 
calculations ; so far as the principles adopted may meet your views. The 
fairest mode of taxing property, as a general rule is found in the ad 
valorem principle as by it all of the property within the State would be 
required to share the burden. There are exceptions to the rule, I am 
aware ; and some which may properly be made in a bill founded gene¬ 
rally upon it. Still they are few in number, and readily discovered— 

The great difficulty is to be found in ascertaining the best mode to arrive 
at the true value of the property assessed. A valuation by the owner, 
is found in practice, to be exceedingly objectionable. While the con- 
sciencions are often induced to fix a high value upon their properly, the 
less, scrupulous are found greatly below the proper point. The test, I 
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consider impolitic and improper to be put to our citizens ; and, especially, 
when large amounts are involved, as probably will be the case, under 
the levy required. The mode heretofore adopted of classing property 
and fixing a value upon each class, is most obviously unequal. It is well 
known that lands of the same class in different parts of the State are far 
from being equal in value ; and even in the same section of the country 
there are material differences, arising from the improvements, advantages 
of locality, and a variety of other considerations. Slaves, too, between 
particular ages, differ greatly in their value ; as much as any one price 
of property of the same species differs from another. I have mentioned 
these obvious instances with the view to call your attention, particularly, 
to the subject : that a remedy may be provided. The necessities of the 
State requiring large contributions from the citizens, they in turn have 
a right to demand that their burdens shall be proportionate on equitable 
principles ; nor can we expect them as heretofore, to submit to a revenue 
bill which is seriously objectionable in its very principles ; the amount 
to be raised by any bill will carry, as much of objection as such a meas¬ 
ure can bear I repeat then the great necessity in the adoption of the 
present system, of making it fair and equitable, in every respect; that no 
just cause may exist to induce its abandonment or material change.— 
Slight and unimportant alterations may be expected to be proposed at 
each session of the Legislature ; if, however, the general plan is good, 
and the details are so arranged as to secure general and impartial justice, 
it will become as it is so highly important it should become pennanent : 
subject to such amendments only as a change of times and circumstan¬ 
ces by common consent shall render necessary and proper. To obviate 
some of the difficulties which may be apprehended, I suggest for your 
consideration the expediency of making provision for a general and 
unifonn system of assessment, at short periods, to ascertain the amount 
and value of all the taxable property in the State. Discreet citizens 
might be appointed, perhaps every two years, for even such minute sub 
divisions of territory as a township ; who might make returns on oath, 
after inspecting the property embraced. These returns might be for the 
guidance of the Tax Collectors; whose duty it should be to make their 
books a counterpart of the returns of the Assessor ; specifying every 
description of property, denoting land definely by its numbers of range, 
township section and part of a section ; and distinctly marking such 
changes of property, from owner to owner, as may have occurred since 
the last assessment. 

The benefits which were anticipated by the friends of the system, 
adopted at your last session, to wind up the affairs of the State Bank and 
Branches and to provide for the payment of the State Bonds, have been 
fully realized ; and illustrate the wisdom of the measure. The amount 
of collections made and of debts secured by it, are by no means the only 
benefits derived from its influence. The firm and steady course pursued 
by the Commissioners in regard to their collections, has resulted benefi¬ 
cially for their debtors ; who discovered, at once, that payment must be 
made as prescribed ; the delusive hope of benefit form further indul- 
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gence no longer led them into injurious speculations with their means of 
payment, but they were applied to the discharge of their debts. By this 
course they were relieved from harrassment, and enabled to prosecute 
their business profitably The community have participated largely in 
the benefits resulting from the system. The Bank debtors were nume¬ 
rous, and had still a larger number of their friends involved with them ; 
the transactions of all of whom with their neighbors were more or less 
embarrassed, seriously aflecting the general confidence and business of 
the community. The vast number of debts which have been wholly 
collected reducing the debtors to a, comparatively small number, pre¬ 
sents an aspect of things happily changed. The community is now 
tranquil, confidence is restored, and the relieved debtors are found pur¬ 
suing a healthy, prosperous business. The notes of the State Bank and 
Branches, a vast amount of which was in circulation, and greatly de¬ 
preciated, were restored to credit most rapidly, and are now very nearly 
at par throughout the State. No irredeemable paper currency ever stood 
higher in a community, than do the notes of our State Bank. 

You will learn, from the report of the Commissioners, the particulars 
of what has been accomplished by them ; from which you will discover 
that which remains to be done to bring the affairs of the Banks to a final 
close. I recommend a continuance of the system. Valuable modifica¬ 
tions in its details, however, seem to be necessary at the present session ; 
to which I call your attention. After the progress which has been made, 

I am satisfied that the accruing expenses may be properly curtailed ; by 
concentrating the business at one point, and reducing the number of 
officers engaged in its management. I feel satisfied that the main busi¬ 
ness of finally closing the affairs of these institutions can be accomplished 
within the next two years, so as to dispense with the present commission, 
thereafter. In my view it will be unwise to continue an expensive ma¬ 
chinery, to nurse the worthless debts of the Banks to an indefinite 
period I, therefore, recommend to your consideration the propriety of 
making provision for the final disposition, by sale at auction of such 
debts as the Commissioners may find hoplessly insolvent in their hands; 
as well as of the property, real and personal, of the Banks, which may 
not be readily managed by our State officers. The object here sought 
is an early final disposition and close of the whole subject ; for it creates 
a delusive hope of aid to our future financial arrangements which may 
be made to operate most mischievously. You will readily discover that, 
although apparent sacrifices may be made it will be a saving in the 
end ; when the probab e amount of profits, to be derived from their re¬ 
tention, is compared with the expense. 

Under the provision of the 8th section of the Act creating this Commis¬ 
sion the Commissioners made a report to me of the amount of collec¬ 
tions up to the first of January, 1847. Showing a gross amount of 
$1,832,794 24. A semi-annual report was also made of their eollec-- 
tions up to the first day of July, 1847, showing a further sum of $1,031,- 
977 31. A synopsis of each of these reports was duly published, as 
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required. Each of these, reports will be found at large in the State 
Department; to which your attention is invited. 

The honor of the State remains untarnished, in regard to our foreign 
and domestic debts. The Commissioners have promply discharged the 
interest upon the foreign debt as it became payable— and, it is presumed, 
have faithfully applied the surplus funds in their hands to the discharge 
in the most efficient manner, of our foreign Bonds as contemplated by 
the Legislature All of the assets of the Banks to be hereafter realized; 
and the whole surplus in the Treasury, together with all the assets in 
their hands, I recommend should be applied to the purchase of our for¬ 
eign bonds; alter retaining a sufficient amount to pay the interest of our 
debts which may fall due, before collections of taxes can be made to 
meet it The propriety of paying promptly the interest for which the 
faith of the State is pledged, is not debatable ; and I should feel myself 
utterly unworthy of the station I hold, if I could treat the subject other¬ 
wise. The honor of the State which is far above all price, is involved 
in it; and all hazards encountered in their preservation, however great 
they may be will not be considered by the patriot. The case presents, 
simply, one mode of deciding whether our free institutions shall be pre¬ 
served ; a dishonored people cannot long maintain a free government. 

Pursuant to the provisions of an act entitled “An Act to authorize 
and require the Governor of the State of Alabama to apply for and re¬ 
ceive the distributive share of the proceeds of the public lands, set apart 
for the State of Alabama," I caused to be paid to the Bank Commis¬ 
sioners the funds referred to ; which were appropriated by them to the 
object pointed out in the second section of the act mentioned. At the 
same time. I caused, also, to be paid to them the amount allowed and 
paid of the claims of this State against the Government of the United 
States, for advances made by Alabama to carry on the Creek War ; be¬ 
ing the amount obtained through our agent, Hon R. T. Scott. There 
is still an unpaid balance of those claims, which may inquire further ac¬ 
tion, and to which your attention is called. I cannot pass this subject 
without expressing the favorable consideration due to the agent, for the 
fidelity, energy and ability displayed in prosecuting our claims. 

The withdrawing of the notes of our State Bank and Branches, in 
the process of winding them up, has left but little more than one million 
of that currency in circulation ; and must, in a short time, abstract the 
whole of it. Having no banking institution in the State of sufficient 
capital to supply their place, it has been done by the issues of Banks in 
the neighboring States. The Bank of Mobile, situated at our great em¬ 
porium, has done much in supplying a sound and healthy currency— 
indeed the notes of that Bank are the only paper currency amongst us 
that can be confidently relied on by our citizens From the limited 
amount of us capital however, it is utterly in adequate to a full supply. 
The notes of Banks of other States can be judged of only by their gen¬ 
eral standing ; our State authorities having no means of acquiring relia¬ 
ble infonnation in regard to them. The reported failures of those insti¬ 
tutions, producing great losses to the people amongs whom their notes 
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circulate, and injuring those most who reside at the greatest distance 
from the Bank, have, to a great extent, destroyed confidence in most of 
this description of currency. This want of confidence in a currency 
which they are compelled, from surrounding circumstance, to use, op¬ 
erates most injuriously upon our citizens, by subjecting them to anxieties 
about us depreciation,— to the ruinous exactions of brokers and shavers, 
— or possibly, to hasty or unwise investments, in order to pass it off. 

The taxes required to be paid to meet the necessities of the State can¬ 
not be receivable in the notes of foreign Banks. While some might be, 
safely taken, others would be found valueless on our hands ; and hence, 
to avoid less as well as invidious discrimination in regard to those 
institutions, it is not probable that any will be taken. Without a suit¬ 
able amount of receivable currency amongst our citizens, the burden of 
our taxation would become exceeding y oppressive. If we are com¬ 
pelled to use a paper currency, as it seems we are the views which I 
have given, as well as others which are at hand, point to the propriety 
of supplying it ourselves. It cannot, with truth, be denied that this 
State pays tribute to those which supply this kind of currency to the 
amount, at least, of banking interest for the sum used. The annual 
drain from the State, on this account must be, very large, and too im¬ 
portant to be overlooked, or disregarded, by an enlightened statesman, 
at the present juncture of our affairs. 

If, to these considerations, we add the great value of a Bank at the 
seat of Government, to aid in carrying out our financial operations, and 
to afford a safe place of deposit for the larger amount of revenue which 
must be annually collected, the propriety of creating such an institution 
is rendered palpable. That you have the Constitutional power to char¬ 
ter a Stock Bank is, at this day, undisputed. It has been repeatedly 
done, and acquiesced in, and, I presume, none will be found to object to 
it now. It may be objected, however, that in the financial condition of 
the State, she will not be able to take two-fifths of the stock, which is 
required by the Constitution to be reserved to her; and that without 
this, the Constitution prohibits its establishment. My best reflection 
has brought me to a different conclusion. The propriety of taking the 
stock, at this time, is a question of policy to be settled by you. If the 
constitutional proportion of stock is reserved for the State, in my judg¬ 
ment, the requirement of the Constitution is complied with; and whether 
it is ever taken or not can make no difference. This question has, been 
settled by Legislative decision in the grant of the charter of the "Plan¬ 
ters' and Merchants’ Banks ” The stock reserved to the State in that 
institution was never taken ; although her means were then ample, if 
it had been deemed necessary, or expedient. 

I have treated this subject here, as controlled by circumstances which 
exist, and which we cannot sufficiently modify or change. If, by ab¬ 
staining from the establishment of a Bank of the description contem¬ 
plated, we could secure a currency of the precious metals, I should be 
amongst the first to urge that course. This, however, is impossible; 
as is manifest to every intelligent man. We cannot control this subject; 
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and the alternative is presented to us, of making a currency for ourselves 
of a sound and healthy character, in which all may have confidence; or 
of submitting to the present state of things. In our circumstances, a 
paper currency is inevitable, and bids defiance to every effort of the au¬ 
thorities of the State. I should now favor any policy which would sup¬ 
ply a metallic currency for the smaller transaction of our citizens; and 
if a law could be enforced prohibiting the circulation of any bank note 
below the denomination of ten dollars, it would meet my hearty sanc¬ 
tion. I am confident, however, from the past history of such efforts, 
that even this concession would not be made. That wholesome enact¬ 
ment against the circulation of change tickets, from the date of its pas¬ 
sage, has remained a dead letter upon our statute book. 

In view of our present condition, I recommend the establishment of a 
Stock Bank, of small capital, with all the suitable and proper guards 
which may be necessary to secure the bill holder, as well as all others 
who may have transactions with it; amongst which, in my judgement, 
it would be proper to make each stockholder liable for an additional 
sum beyond the stock subscribed of equal amount to it, and that this lia¬ 
bility be extended for twelve months from the date of any transfer which 
he might make and embrace, during that period, the assignee also; re¬ 
serving all necessary power over its charter, and to examine into its 
affairs, which you may deem expedient. 

The property of re-organizing the Treasury Department of the State 
will be apparent to you. in view of the changes produced by the removal 
of the Seat of Government, biennial sessions of the Legislature—and 
the new financial system to be adopted at your present session. The 
penalty of the Treasurer's bond is one hundred thousand dollars. This 
was considered sufficient during the connection of that office with the 
State Bank, and the annual recurrence of your sessions. This connect¬ 
ion is now severed. Your sessions occurring once in two years, with 
an increased revenue, will render this security inadequate, without some 
supervision of that Department. The amount of the bond, if increased, 
might render it difficult for the officer elected to find sufficient securities 
I doubt, too, whether a larger penalty would add much to its availabi- 
ty, in case a resort to the bond becomes necessary. I, therefore, recom¬ 
mend to your consideration the propriety of requiring the State Trea¬ 
surer to make either monthly or quarterly reports to the Governor of the 
State, during the recess of the Legislature, with ample power in the Ex¬ 
ecutive, to supervise the management of this Department, with such 
control of the officer as may be necessary to secure the State from loss 
A thorough examination should be made into the past management of 
this Department, under the present system, with a view to the detection 
of defects in the system, and also to ascertain any mismanagement which 
may have intervened—the last object mentioned should be sought as 
well for the benefit of the incumbent, as for the protection of the interest 
of the State. The office of Comptroller of the Treasury, in most of our 
sister States, is one of the first importance, and ranks high in the estima¬ 
tion of State officers, as well in regard to salary as in the qualifications 
B 
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required for the discharge of its duties. The Comptroller is the financial 
officer of the State, from whose reports, and estimates, the most valuable 
infonnation is derived to the Legislature, in regard to their revenue bills 
and their general fiscal action. In this State, under its present organi¬ 
zation, the duties of this officer are mainly directed to enforcing collect¬ 
ions from delinquent revenue officers, and to act, as a check upon the 
Treasurer. And here it may be proper to remark, that it is evidently 
the design of our system that the Treasurer should receive and disburse 
the funds of the State on the warrant of the Comptroller only; and that, 
under no circumstances, should the money of the State be paid to the 
Comptroller. The, amount of his bond being $5,000, only, is conclusive 
on this point. The practice, however, is different, as you will discover. 

All collections made by suit from defaulting revenue officers and others, 
are conducted in the name of the Comptroller, and received by him.— 

The gross amount passing through his hands, from this source, hereto¬ 
fore, has been very large, and it is probable will be much increased 
hereafter. Upon these transactions there is manifestly no sufficient 
check. The assessments, and other evidences of liability, are not in the, 
possession of the Treasurer, but of the Comptroller himself. The Clerk 
of the Court in which recoveries are bad, is not required to report them 
to any State authority—and it is obvious that, if at any time the Comp¬ 
troller should becomes unfaithful, large sums might be withheld from the 
Treasury without exciting suspicion even—and of great difficulty of de¬ 
tection. The security afforded by his bond would be inadequate.— 

These defects in the present system, should you deem it proper to retain, 
are too glaring to be permitted to remain. It is due alike to the present 
incumbent and the State, and therefore, I recommend that the most 
thorough examination be made into the transactions of this officer, on 
the subject mentioned. 

I recommend that the office of Comptroller be elevated to its proper 
rank—that the salary be increased to such an amount as will command 
the best financial ability of the State—that the duties of this officer be 
enlarged—that in addition to those now required of him, that it be 
made his duty to collect such valuable statistical information as may be 
useful in the deliberations of the General Assembly—make him the 
financial officer of the State in the management of the revenue, and its 
application to the discharge of our debts. You will doubtless feel the 
embarrassment incident to the absence of the infonnation proposed to 
be secured, as well as estimates which should be furnished by this officer 
in framing a revenue bill at your present session—the meagemess of the 
aid to be derived from the results of the last bill upon the subject, must 
render the one to be prepared unavoidably, an experiment to too great 
a degree when every consideration points to the great importance of its 
permancy—and this must be the result whether the ad valorem princi¬ 
ple is adopted in its preparation or not. 

Pursuant to an Act passed at the last session of the General Assembly, 
approved, 4th February, 1846, "To lease, out the Penitentiary," a con¬ 
tract was duly entered into, with Major John G. Graham, for a lease 
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during the term of six years from its date, as prescribed ; the lessee 
paying therefor, the sum of five hundred dollars, annually, at the end of 
each year. The contract will be found on file, in the State Department; 
to which you are referred for the particulars of it. By a provision in 
the second section of the Act, a discretion was given the Executive, of 
selecting amongst the propositions or bids to be made, with reference to 
the fitness of the person bidding. I was not put to the necessity of ex¬ 
ercising this discretion ; as no other bid was made in which more than a 
nominal sum was offered, and the high character and fitness of the 
lessee was well supported. It affords me pleasure to add that the test 
of experience has fully sustained the representations then made of him. 

I made my annual visit to the Penitentiary in October, 1846 ; and, 
again in the same month of the present year. Upon my first visit men- 
ioned, I spent several days in making the most thorough examination 
into every department of the Institution in which the State was at all 
concerned ; the result of which satisfied me that great and important im¬ 
provements had been made by the lessee, not only in the shops and 
grounds, but in the more important point of the discipline, and man¬ 
agement of the convicts. Reformation being the great object sought 
through the influence of this discription of punishment, I found that ob¬ 
ject gained here earlier, and in a manner more consonant to our feelings 
of humanity than I had ever expected. I found, upon each visit, the 
lessee superintending in person, the control of the inmates; and while 
the most perfect order was maintained by a firm and rigid execution of 
the prison dicipline, it was conducted with good temper and kindness, 
which seemed to relieve, to a great extent, the irksomness of confine¬ 
ment. Religious exercises are regularly kept up on successive Sabbaths; 
and, it is believed with much moral benefit to the convicts. I have re¬ 
ceived reliable information that many of the discharged convicts are now 
reformed ; and are industriously engaged in carrying on the trade ac¬ 
quired by the Institution. I consider it fortunate in every point of view, 
that the Penitentiary has fallen into such hands. It had been, from its 
creation, a source of great expense to the State ; it is now accomplish¬ 
ing its ends better than before, and yielding a profit. 

The report of the Inspectors will put, you in possession of the particu¬ 
lars of the transfer of the stock of the Penitentiary, the debts collec¬ 
tions, and such other infonnation as may be interesting to the State. I 
was informed by them, on my last visit, that some, delapidations are 
going on, in the main building, which were begun prior to the lease; 
and which it is necessary should meet early attention. The particulars 
will be communicated to you by their report. I recommend to your con¬ 
sideration to the propriety of providing for immediate repairs ; if they are 
such as the lessee is not required, by his contract to make. 

Under a joint resolution adopted at the last session of the General 
Assembly, “Concerning the Penitentiary,” approved 5th February, 

1846. I appointed Seth P. Storrs, Esq., of Wetumpka, “agent to in¬ 
spect and examine, and investigate the books, accounts and vouchers of 
the Wardens, from the commencement of the Institution of the Peniten- 
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tiary of the State,” whose report will be found on file in the State De¬ 
partment. From the opinion of the Agent, as expressed in his report, 

I did not consider it necessary to institute suit against either of the War¬ 
dens. I refer the subject, however, to you ; and invite your examina¬ 
tion of it. No provision was made by the resolution for compensating 
the Agent for his services; which were arduous, and required skill and 
ability. The duties have been ably and faithfully performed, and should 
be properly renumerated. I did not consider it proper to take upon 
myself the power of fixing his compensation, and paying the same out 
of .the contingent fund ; but as the resolution was silent on the subject 
of compensation, I supposed it was the intention of the Legislature to 
provide for it, at a subsequent session. The account of the agent for his 
services, will be laid before you ; and believing as I do, that it is reason¬ 
able and proper, I recommend that an appropriation be made for its 
payment. 

By joint resolutions of the last session, approved, 3d February, 1846, 
it is made the duty of the Governor of this State, to employ counsel to 
defend the claim of her citizens in regard to disputed boundary be¬ 
tween this State and the State of Georgia. Under these resolutions, I 
was applied to by Mr S. M. Ingersoll, to engage counsel for the defence 
of three cases brought against him in the Superior Court of Muscogee 
county Georgia ; involving, as he alleged, the question of boundary, and 
coming within the meaning of the resolutions referred to. The resolu¬ 
tions leave it to the discretion of the Executive, to act or not, in the 
matter. Sincerely desirous to do whatever the Legislature intended 
should be done, I examined the question with the sole view to ascertain 
whether the cases or either of them, involved the question contemplated 
bu the resolutions ; and my best lights upon the subject brought me to 
the conclusion that it was not embraced by either case. In this opinion 
the Attorney General, to whom it was referred, fully concurred. I 
therefore declined to comply with the request. I present the documents, 
with the opinion of the Attorney General, for your examination ; with 
the suggestion, that, if the cases presented were intended to be embraced, 
further and more explicit action must be had on the subject. The docu¬ 
ments will be found in the State Department. 

Under joint resolutions of your last session, approved 26th January, 
1846. “For the appointment of a Commissioner to act on the part of 
Alabama, in the settlement of the line between the State of Alabama, 
Florida and Georgia.” I appointed the Hon. James M. Calhoun, of Dal¬ 
las county, who met the Commissioner on the part of Florida, the Hon. 
James T. Archer, with whom he agreed upon and settled the boundary 
ine dividing the two States ; as is shown by written articles, signed in 
duplicate by the respective Commissioners. The original, retained by 
the Commissioner on the part of the State, is on file in the State De¬ 
partment. The second article of the agreement contemplates a ratifica¬ 
tion, by the authorities of the respective States, of the articles agreed 
upon. This will require the action of the General Assembly, in the 
fonn of an act or joint resolution. I am entirely satisfied that the line 
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ascertained and agreed Upon by the Commissioners, is the true boundary 
between the States of Alabama and Florida ; and I, therefore, recom¬ 
mend the ratification of the articles of agreement. 

Under an act of your last session entitled an act "To carry into effect the 
provisions of an act, entitled, an act to carry into effect in the States of Alaba¬ 
ma and Mississippi, the existing compact with those States, with regard to the 
five per cent fund, and the school reservations passed by the Congress of the 
United States, approved 26th February 1845 I appointed Lemuel Cook, Esq. 
of Franklin, and John Brown Esq. of Marion county, to select the lands men¬ 
tioned in the act. On the 5th day of May 1848, they made a partial report. 

The selections reported consisted of eighty and forty acre tracts; being such as 
were not authorized by the act of Congress referred to I rejected ; and directed 
the Commissioners to make other selections. 

Another report was made on the 20th October 1846, in which selections are 
made for the seven entire townships, but none for either of the fifteen fractional 
townships. Not being able to find any subdivisions of sections suitable, under 
the act of Congress. The lands selected though doubtless the best that could 
he found, are of but very little value ; (being located in the mountainous regions 
of the two counties named) as is shown by the reports, and confirmed to me by 
the most reliable authority. The fifteen fractional townships cover as much 
space nearly, as the seven entire ones for which selections were made. In view 
of the partial settlement of this question, the valueless description of the lands 
selected, and the assurance that the inhabitants of neither of the townships 
would accept the selections made, I declined the additional expense which would 
have been necessarily incurred by the State in presenting them for acceptance 
or rejection by the inhabitants of the respective townships for which they were 
chosen. 

Another view of this subject had much influence with me. No question can 
be made as to the right of the inhabitants of the townships mentioned to the 
section numbered sixteen respectively in each, under the compact referred to in 
the act of Congress, and in case of its previous sale, or other disposition by the 
Government, to its equivalent, according to the estimated, or minimum price, at 
which the public lands are held. The proposition made in the act referred to, in 
view of the valueless character of lands, from which the selections were requir¬ 
ed to be made, I consider to be unreasonable and unjust. I think it would be unwise 
to compromise this claim upon the Government, for such a compensation, and 
that the claim, however long deferred, is worth more than the lands proposed to 
be given in discharge of it. I recommend that a suitable memorial be prepared, 
representing the valueless character of the lands from which the selections are 
authorized to be made, and asking that remuneration be made in case at the rate 
of $ 1 25 per acre for the lands disposed of or in scrip receivable in payment for 
public lands at the same rate per acre. 

Since the last session of the General Assembly a war has been declared to 
exist between the United States and the Republic of Mexico : and requisitions 
have been made by the President upon Alabama for troops for its presecation. 

The first requisition was made in May 1846, for “one regiment of volunteer In¬ 
fantry or Riflemen: to serve for the term of twelve months : This force was 
supplied in June of the same year. In a short time thereafter I was requested 
by the War Department to raise five companies of the same description of 
troops to be held in readiness to enter the service of the United States when 
called for. This request was complied with and duly reported, the troops how- 



ever, have not been called for by the Government. 
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Before any requisition was made upon the State for troops, at a time when it 
was reported that the small force constituting the army of occupation on the Rio 
Grade under the command of General Taylor, was in imminent danger from 
the large number of the enemy in its neighborhood, three companies of patriot¬ 
ic citizens commanded by Captain's Desha, Elmore and Platt, respectively, 
without delay, marched to its supposed relief. About the same time, and induced 
doubtless by the same report, I received a communication from General Gains, 
then commanding the Southern Division of the United States Army, suggesting 
the propriety of recommending to our “Young Chivalry” to raise and orga¬ 
nize volunteer companies in anticipation of a call which was expected 
to be made upon the State for troops by the President in order to be able promp- 
ly to respond to it. Approving the course suggested, I issued a proclamation 
accordingly : but at the same time carefully guarded against any procedure of 
the companies which might be raised without my further orders. 

The excitement that prevailed at that time throughout the country was such as 
to induce a large number of volunteer companies to proceed to the city of Mobile 
without my order, where they were received and mustered into the service of 
the United States by the order of General Gaines, to serve for the term of six 
months. One regiment was organized, and elected their field officers ; and six 
additional companies were received as a part of a second regimen. I had no 
farther connexion with this procedure, than to commission the officers. Enter¬ 
taining fears that the course of General Gaines in regard to these troops might 
not meet the sanction of the President: and felling anxious that our patriotic 
citizens thus engaged should not be disappointed ; apprehending too, that inju¬ 
rious consequences would follow their discharge in future efforts to raise a 
volunteer force in this State, I addressed a communication to the Secretary of 
War, urging their acceptance— describing the high quality of the troops, and 
the patriotic motives by which they were governed— adverting also to the con¬ 
sequences which would probably follow their rejection. 

Before the reply of the Secratary of War reached me, I received a communi¬ 
cation from that Department, which rendered it necessary that I should disband 
this force, which I proceeded to do without delay, as it was clear from this com¬ 
munication that the troops could not be received. Having proceeded without 
authority of law, there was no provision for paying those troops which rendred 
their condition extremely unpleasant. In order to relieve them as far as possible 
?? caused the discharge of each man to be so framed as to embody all the facts which 
might be necessary to secure the benefit of such provision as should thereafter 
be made by Congress for their compensation, for I did not dobut but that provision 
would be made. With these, I was enabled to relieve them from embarrass- 
mant, and to afford the means of conveyance for each, to the neighborhood of 
his home. My expectations were soon after realized in regard, to the action of 
Congress, in the premises. Provision was made for the compensation of these 
troops, and the whole matter was adjusted to the sat staction of all concerned, 
as I have been informed. 

Four companies of the Regiment mentioned, under the command of Lieut- 
Col. Raford, had embarked for Point Isabel; before the receipt of the communi- 
tation referred to. Fearing that aid night become necessar to them, I dis- 
atched Maj. Sanford, of General Smith's staff to make such provision for them 
?? might be required. I am happy to be able to say, however, that no difficulty 
as encountered by them requiring the assisance contemplated. These compa 
nies were sent back by the Government to Mobile where they were discharg- 
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ed, and returned home. The important aid afforded me, in the management of 
this difficult, and painful subject, by Gen. Walter Smith, and his staff, entitle 
them to my gratitude and thanks. 

Early in May last, a further requisition was made by the President on this 
State, for troops to the extent of one company of mounted volunteers, and five 
companies or one Battalion of Infantry, to serve during the War with Mexico. 

This call was made known to our citizens, by a proclamation dated on the 6th 
day of May, 1847, in which they were requested to respond to it promptly. In 
a very short time thereafter, the company of mounted volunteers was furnished 
I was not so successful in regard to the Infantry requested. Having failed to 
obtain a single company, on the 30th day of September last, I published a se¬ 
cond proclamation, in which I urged upon our citizens the importance of supply¬ 
ing the force called for by our country. I ascertained in a short time that unless 
the necessary expenses to be incured in raising and subsisting the troops were 
provided for, no effort which I could make would be successful. In consequence 
of which, and in order to preserve the honor and standing of the State, which I 
felt to be deeply involved in the success of my efforts, on the 14th day of October 
last, I published an address to the people in which I undertook to provide for the 
expenses mentioned, with the funds of the State. The result of this course has 
been the accomplishment of the great object sought. 

The five companies of infantry called for, have been tendered to me, and ac¬ 
cepted— two of which have been mustered into the service of the United States, 
and the other three, are en route to Mobile, the place of rendevous, for muster. 

The expenditures which have been made, so far as they have been certified 
to me, have been paid out of the contingent fund, and will be reported to you, 
by the Comptroller. I have endeavored throughout, to observe proper economy 
in the application of this fund to the object mentioned. My instructions to the 
agents, who have disbursed the funds, have been to require proper vouchers 
for the claims certified for payment, which I presume have been strictly ob¬ 
served, I entertain no doubt, from the past course of Congress upon like occasions 
that upon proper application, the amount expended, or most of it, will be refund¬ 
ed. And I submit to you the propriety of making such application. 

I made the expenditures mentioned, under a full knowledge that my pow¬ 
er to do so was of questionable character — and that my course involved great 
responsibility. I could not have been induced to pursue such a course upon an 
ordinary occasion. I trust, however, that I shall never see a time when I will 
hesitate to maintain the honor of the State, at any hazard. I have acted in 
good faith for the best interest of the State, in view of the emergency presented, 
and I submit my procedure on this subject, with confidences to the Representa¬ 
tives of the people. 

I cannot lay down my responsible office without adverting, in the most ear¬ 
nest manner, to the culture and improvement of, what are unspeakably the 
most important resources of the State—beyond the productiveness of the soil 
commerce of arts — the minds of her citizens. To make man even in a profit¬ 
able labouring animal he must be educated, to a degree. That all the people 
of a State should be liberally, or even equally, educated, is not to be expected 
But, to provide the opportunity of both a general and special education and 
to place them as cheaply and as readily as possible within the reach of all who 
choose to strive for them, is, at once, the greatest duty of the State, and the most 
important function of the Legislator. 

The enlighted training of the mind, the great contriver and executor of all

work, more than all other causes put together, promotes industry, developes re¬ 
sources, augments thrift, accumulates wealth, both national and individual. The 
legislator who should deny this, cannot have intelligently opened his eyes on the 
history of this world, of nations or men. Suppose every contributor to human 
comfort or productiveness, which has been made by science, to be withdrawn, 
what then would be the condition of the world? 

It is even questionable whether great wealth and resources, in the hands of 
an imperfectly educated, unenlightened people, are not wholly a curse ; not a 
blessing. They would inevitably lead, in such hands, to the exaltation of the 
animal, above the rational and moral, nature of man; and would plunge the pos¬ 
sessors into such pleasures and pursuits as must involve them in profligacy, guilt 
and ruin. In a Republic, the masses cannot safely be ignorant. The great 
lever of such a form of Government is the will of the people. They have the 
tremendous power to do whatever they please. Leave them unenlightened, their 
course may be that of blind caprice or of headlong fury. If not, they become 
the mere subservient pliant tools of intriguing demagogues. 

Deeply penetrated with such views, it had been my wish, and indeed I had 
made a beginning, to digest and present for your consideration, with such aids 
as I could command, a practicable and efficient system of general education, or 
common schools throughout the State. Much to my regret, I am restrained 
from what would have been the most delightful work of my administration, by the 
conviction that, in our present embarrassments, it would be wise to attempt 
more than the careful preservation and productive management of the funds for 
this purpose, entrusted to our keeping the liberal policy of the General Gov¬ 
ernment : I mean the sixteenth section fund. This much, I am convinced, no 
enlightened patriot will refuse to do, under whatever pressure of the public bur¬ 
dens. But I must not withhold the expression of my deep conviction that the 
preservation of our State University— its funds entire and productive, its reputa¬ 
tion and efficiency untarnished undiminished — is both fundamental and indis¬ 
pensable to any general, permanent and efficient system of common schools. 

Not only must we look to that, for what the common school cannot do, to fur¬ 
nish accomplished and profound statesmen and professional characters of all 
kinds ; but I hold that the common school cannot even exist, to the number and the 
measure of usefulness required by the public weal, without some great central 
seat of higher learning in the State. Common schools, cannot flourish without 
home-bred teachers, whose, infonnation, if they are to be respected and useful, 
must extend far beyond what they are required to teach. We may look in vain 
to the common school to furnish such, in sufficient numbers. 

Besides, the very desire for good common schools depends on the general 
diffusion of a spirit of improvement, guaranteed and sustained by the higher seats 
of learning. The advantages of learning must bo exhibited and partially diffu¬ 
sed, before the desire for it can become general. In what country or in what 
age, have the common schools been generally originated or sustained with 
enlightened and steady interest, except as they were brought into being stimu¬ 
lated and supplied from the time honored fountains and endowments for superior 
education? The experience of mankind would lead us as well to expect an ef¬ 
fect without a cause. 

With the means of such superior education in the States around us, sustained 
by large public endowments, if we pennit our own to be crippled or to fall into 
decay, we do but render ourselves subsidiary to them, and cannot maintain an 
honorable independence. Such are the well known and uncontrollable advanta- 
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ges of superior intellectual training, in any competition for the places of influ¬ 
ence ano emolument, that, if you permit your own sons to remain uneducated at 
home, the better educated youth of the neighboring States will inevitably flow in 
upon all those places, and fill them to the exclusion of your own; nor can any 
dexterity of party combinations, or management prevent this general result. If 
we send our sons abroad to be educated on a scale of equality with others, we 
not only estrange them from our climate, laws and institutions, and all the kindly 
influences of home — preparing them for every form of heterogeneous innovation, 
but there goes also with it, a large amount of the money-capital of the State, to 
be employed in building up institutions abroad, and in reflecting disgrace upon 
ourselves. Can either branch of this alternative be borne? 

A University is not exclusive y for the rich. The object of its endowment 
is to provide for all its heavier expenses out of the public funds, so that all the 
benefit of its various and most extended means of instruction may be offered to 
all alike at the cheapest possible rate, and brought down as nearly as may be, 
within reach of the obscurest and most indigent citizen. In consequence of these 
wise public endowments abounding in our country, collegiate education is every 
where vastly below its cost. That Institution which has the largest public en¬ 
dowment can place it the fartnest below its cost; which, fro motives of policy 
if no better, any Institution having the power would not fail to do. Is it true, 
then, that a great public endowment within a State, intended to bring down , 
the acquirement of a liberal education as far as possible below its natural cost, 
is an institution exclusively or specially, for the rich? Rather, is it not true 
that by such means a greater number of the middle classes as to wealth, or even 
of the industrious and aspiring poor, will be liberally educated than could possi¬ 
bly be, without those endowments? The greater the number of well educated 
persons scattered through the community, the better facilities and encourage¬ 
ment for common schools, and the more perfect diffusion of every kind of useful 
knowledge among the masses. This brings knowledge, by the varied forms of 
association among men, more or less into contact with every apprehending 
mind. Let the State's University sink, the rich will suffer little. Their wealth 
will bear then into more favored regions, where learning is cherished ; they 
will acquire it at whatever cost. But, for the poor, the only hope of a impro¬ 
ved education will be quenched. If education be beyond a limited cost, none of 
them can acquire it. The rich then enjoy it as their exclusive monopoly, and 
there is nothing but the means of collegiate education, near their homes, and 
brought within the means of the greatest number possible, that can break this 
monopoly down— a monopoly more injurious to the best interests of the people 
than a monopoly of salt or of bread. 

I have resided for some years near the University of the State. It has been 
my concern, both before and since my official relation to it to observe its con¬ 
dition and progress, and I am gratified in being able to report to you what it is 
well managed. Under the diection of its wise and laborious President and of 
the able and faithful men who are associated with him, students are there re¬ 
ceiving as thorough and extensive a course of instruction, and of useful training, 
as is imparted at any institution of the kind in our country. A new chair has 
been established, since your last session, of Geology, Mineralogy and Agricul¬ 
tural Chemistry, and has been filled by the appeintment of an officer of distin¬ 
guished ability, in his department. Besides the business of giving instruction in 
those branches, it is wisely made his duty to travel through the State, not ex¬ 
ceeding four months of each year, with the view to explore and develope its 
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wealth and capabilities of every kind. Thus, we may expect that in no very 
long period, the whole State will have passed under the scrutiny of a scientific 
eye, at the expense of the University, and its resources will have been exposed 
to the view of the owners of the soil, without cost to them ; a benefit which of 
itself; will far transcend in value the utmost amount of the capital of the Unver- 
sity. 

Between the University and the bank of the State, there is an unsettled ac¬ 
count. The bank has a claim against it, on account of money borrowed, at an 
early day, for the erection of buildings, while the University presents an equita¬ 
ble claim against the State, on various grounds, for a much larger amount. There 
can be no doubt but that the relation of the State to the University is strictly 
fiduciary. The obligations she has assumed with regard to it are engrafted on 
the constitution, and make part of the fundamental law, by which you came into 
existence as a State. You assumed the care of the University fund : as a grant 
of the General Government, in the capacity of a trustee, under the most solemn 
of all sanctions, pledging the faith and credit" of the State for its custody and 
productiveness. I, therefore recommend that you cause the necessary investi¬ 
gation to be made and a settlement with the trustees to be effected on principles 
of justice and libera ity consonant with the enlighted spirit of the age, and be¬ 
coming the dignity and honor of the State of Alabama.

Mr Morrisett introduced a bill to be entitled an act to compensate ju¬ 
rors and witnesses in Monroe county, which was read the first time and 
the constitutional rule requiring bills and resolutions to be read on three several 
days being suspended the bill was read the second time and ordered to be en¬ 
grossed for a third reading on to-morrow. 

Mr Garland introduced a bill to be entitled an act to amend the road laws 
which was read the first time and ordered to a second reading on to-morrow. 

Mr President then laid before the Senate sundry depositions in the case of the 
contested election of the Hon John H. Townsend, which was referred to the 
committee on privileges and elections. 

Mr Nabors introduced the following resolution which was rejected:

THURSDAY, December 9, 1847. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr Dent presented the petition from sundry citizens of Perry and 
Tuskaloosa counties praying that township 23, range 3, east may be 
attached to the county of Tuscaloosa ; which was referred to the com¬ 
mittee on County Boundaries.

Mr. Storrs, from the committee on Privileges and Elections, to whom 
was referred the petition of the Hon. John W. Bishop, representing him¬ 
self as entitled to a seat in the Senate, by reason of having been duly 
elected to represent the senatorial district composed of the county of 
Talladega; also, contesting the right of the Hon. John H. Townsend to 
the seat he now occupies, as the representative from said senatorial district, 
beg leave to Report— 

That upon a slight investigation of the testimony submitted, pertain¬ 
ing to said election, the committee will be unable to determine who of 
the contending parties is duly elected, without reference to a list of the 
voters, as well as the votes that were given in and returned from the 
election precincts of the county of Talladega, on the first Monday of Au¬ 
gust last. 

Your committee are informed that the list of voters, and ballots given 
in said election, are now in the hands of the Hon. George W. Stone, 
Judge of the 9th Judicial Circuit, at the town of Talladega. 

No Sergeant at arms, or other proper officer, having been elected or 
appointed by the Senate, whose services your committee could com¬ 
mand, to send for the persons and papers necessary for the satisfactory 
examination of this case, and the committee not deeming themselves 
empowered to employ a private individual at public expense, to perfonn 
this service; most respectfully ask permission to make this statement of facts 
to the Senate, and solicit further and definite instructions in this behalf. 

Your committee request that suitable provisions be made to obviate 
the barriers which seem to be thus presented. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr Martin, from the select committee to whom was referred the bill 
to be entitled an act to provide for the building of a Jail in the county of 
Benton reported the bill back to the Senate, with the following amendment: 

Insert after the word taxation, in the tenth line, “and all other subjects 
of taxation, as now provided for by law." 

The amendment was concurred in. 

The bill, and amendments, were placed among the orders of the day. 

Mr Stewart offered the following resolution: 

Resolved, That the Senate do now proceed to classify its members, 
according to the requisition of the Constitution of Alabama, as amended 
and ratified at the last session of the General Assembly. 

Resolve, further, That the Secretary of the Senate to prepare thirty- 
three ballots; on sixteen of which shall be written the words “first class," 
and on seventeen of them shall be written the words “second class”— 
which shall be put in a box, folded up, and the roll of the Senators shall 
be called over and each Senator shall draw a ballot, which on being 
opened shall designate his class ; and the ballot of any absent Senator 
shall be drawn by the President of the Senate; and the classification so 
drawn shall be recorded, and shall stand as a classification of this Senate 
under the Constitution. 
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Mr Martin moved to lay the resolution on the table, which was lost; 
and the resolution was then adopted. 

The tickets were then prepared, placed in a box, and upon a call of 
the roll, each Senator came forward and drew a ballot designating his 
class. 

The Senators composing the first class are as follows : Messrs Coggin, 
Davis, Frazier, Garrett, Hutcheson, Judge, Kelly, McAlister, McClung, 
Merriwether, Mitchell, Nabors, Peters, Scott, Storrs and Townsend.

The resolution was adopted. 

Mr President laid before the Senate the report of the Quarter Master 
General, of the State of Alabama, which was referred to the committee 
on Military affairs. 

The Senate then proceeded to the orders of the day. 

The engrossed bill entitled an act to compensate jurors and witnesses 
in Monroe county, was read the third time and passed. 
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The bill to be entitled an act to amend the road laws, was read the 
second time, and 

On motion of Mr Davis referred to the committee on roads, bridges 
and ferries. 

The bill to be entitled an act to enable James E Gochet, guardian of 
Martha J. Jones to work her slaves with his own, was read the second 
time, and 

On motion of Mr Stewart was referred to the committee on the Judi¬ 
ciary. 

The bill to be entitled an act to provide for building of a jail in 
the county of Benton, was read the second time and ordered to be en¬ 
grossed. 

On motion of Mr Davis (the orders of the day having been completed) 
the Senate proceeded to the election of a joint examining committee of the 
State Bank and Branches, when messrs McClung, Beckett and Oliver 
were selected on the part of the Senate. 

Mr Buford offered the following resolution: 

Resolved, That is be referred to a special committee to be composed 
of the present committee on the State Bank and Branches and three 
other Senators to be appointed by the President, to inquire into the 
practicability, expediency and constitutionality of a system of stock 
banks, founded upon these or some, and which of these fundamental 
principles, to wit: 

1. That each stockholder shall own State bonds to the nominal value 
of his bank stock. 

2. That the entire circulation at any time outstanding, shall never 
exceed in nominal value, the aggregate nominal value of the bonds so 
owned by the stockholders. 

3. That in all assignments and transfers, whether by operation of law 
or act of the party, such bonds and bank stock shall be inseparable. 

4. That the State shall own two fifths of the stock, appoint two fifths 
of the directory, and be responsible for the ultimate redemption of the 
entire circulation. 

5. That the Legislature, during the existence of the charter, may 
raise the interest upon loans and discounts to not exceeding ten per cent, 
or depress the same to note less than five per cent. 

6. That none save the State and citizens shall be stockholders. 

7. That some check upon expansions and contractions of currency 
shall be provided. 

8. That in case of suspension, the circulation shall bear interest at 
eight per cent the first year and one per cent additional every year 
thereafter. 

2. Be it further Resolved, That said committee be required to inquire 
and report, whether consistently with the true intent and meaning of 

the constitution a stock bank, can be created, without a then present 
bona fide intention on the part of the State to take two-fifths of the 
stock in such bank. 

3. Resolved, That said committee report on the subject of the first 
resolution by bill or other wise. 
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On motion of Mr Dent the resolutions were postponed until Tuesday 
next, and made the special order for that day. 

Message from the House of Representatives, by Mr Samuel: 

Mr President—The House of Representatives have adopted the fol¬ 
lowing resolution, in which they ask the concurrence of the Senate. 

Resolved by the House of Representatives, with the concurrence of a 
the Senate, That a joint committee of seven members from this House,

Mr. Frazier from the committee appointed to make suitable arrange¬ 
ments for the reception of Brig. Gen. Shields, reported, that they had 
discharged the duty assigned them, by selecting the Hon. James W. 

McClung, of Madison to deliver to the General, a congratulating address 
before the General Assemby, and recommended that the two Houses 
assemble in the Hall of the House of Representatives on this day, at the 
hour of 11 o’clock, A. M., for the purpose of receiving their distinguish¬ 
ed guest. 

The hour 11 o’clock having arrived, a message was received from 
the House by Mr. Clitherall, inviting the Senate to repair to the Hall of 
the House, for the purpose of receiving Brig. Gen. Shields. 

The Senate proceeded immediately to the Hall of the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives, and on being seated, Gen. Shields was introduced by Mr. 

Wilson of the Senate and Mr. Raiford of the House, whereupon the Hon. 
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James W. McClung of the Senate, in behalf of the State of Alabama, 
and the two Houses of the General Assembly, welcomed Gen. Shields 
in the following eloquent speech as a gallant defender of his Country’s 
cause on the field of battle. 

“GENERAL SHIELDS, the pleasing duty of greeting you on your return 
from the glorious campaign through which you have so honorably 
served, has devolved upon me. I, therefore, greet you, in the name of 
the State of Alabama. I greet you in the name of her Representatives. 

I greet you in the name of the people in their majesty [Loud cheers.] 

The applause that rings in your ears is sufficient to inform you that the 
people appreciate your services. You were received yesterday at the 
wharf with the thunders of artillery. Last evening you shared in the 
hospitality of those of our citizens who were anxious to offer a testimony 
of their feelings towards you. In ancient times, various modes were 
adopted for rewarding public merit, among which the ceremony of reso¬ 
lution was most frequently in use But here on this occasion, the peo¬ 
ple pour out from their hearts, the warm feelings of their gratitude for 
the gallant deeds which you have done, the great services which you 
have performed [Loud cheers] When first appointed to perform this 
duty, I thought I would sit down and write out on paper such expres¬ 
sions as would appear to me most suitable to the occasion, but when I 
began to carry this intention out, the language looked too cold and I 
threw the paper aside, preferring to rely upon the impulse of the mo¬ 
ment for the utterance of such language as the warm feelings of my 
heart should prompt [Loud cheers.] Your progress to the capital of 
this country will be a march of triumph; for your will every where be 
met with a wann reception from proud and grateful people. The fair 
daughters of our own State are here to greet you, and by the diamond 
moisture in their eyes you may plainly see, how deeply their feeling 
participate in this public tribute paid to your merits as a soldier; an ad¬ 
mirable illustration of the truth of the old saying, that “none but the 
brave deserve the fair” Woman, last at the cross, and first at the grave, 
is ever ready to reward the gallant services of the patriot warrior.— 

[Loud cheers.] 

You came from the Emerald Isle and landed upon these shores when 
a boy. You left behind you the misery and the oppression consequent 
upon bad government, and came to this land, which has ever been a 
home to the oppressed You came hither with a heart devoted to LIB 
ERTY! to battle in the cause of Freedom. It is the instinctive feeling 
of an Irishman—and for this, therefore, you deserve no credit [Loud 
cheers.] In the course of your life, you have held various distinguished 
offices, and in all you have secured for yourself a reputation for ability 
and integrity. You were appointed to a command in the army shortly 
after the commencement of the war, and the manner in which you have 
distinguished yourself in the field has proved how felicitious that ap¬ 
pointment was In all the battles which were fought, in which you 
were personally engaged, you have nobly done your duty. We will 
not forget the other battles that were fought—Palo Alto, Resaca de la 
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Palma, Mcnterey and Buena Vista, nor the gallant officers and soldiers 
who achieved them. [Loud cheers.] Their mention can detract noth¬ 
ing from the glorious deeds done at Cerro Gordo, Churubusco and 
Chapultepec. You, sir, can well afford to listen to the mention of those 
names, and can well spare to others a share in that military glory in 
which you have participated so largely. [Loud cheers.] 

There is one action of yours during the late campaign, that I cannot 
pass over in silence, on this occasion. A generous man will share his 
money with those who need it; but when did a soldier ever throw away, 

I may say, broadcast, upon the brow of another that glory which he 
might have secured for himself The manner in which you declined 
assuming the command over General Smith in the attack on Contreras, 
while you gallantly seconded his movements, evinced a magnanimity 
upon your part that merits imperishable honor. [Cheers.] There is 
another circumstance which has reflected highly to your credit, and 
which deserves to be mentioned here. It is said that in the Land of 
Flowers, as Mexico has been called, a daughter of the Caucassian race 
was about to be sold into slavery, and that you contributed from your 
own nurse to strike off her manacles, and release her from captivity. It 
is characteristic of your country to lend an ever-ready hand to succor 
woman in distress. [Cheers.] I heard you yesterday allude to the 
children of the Sun—the Sunny South—where, according to some 
“genius sickens and fancy dies” It is true; we may differ from each 
other in politics, and be divided into parties, but there is none among us 
that would rob the gallant dead of the honors due to his grave. There 
is none here that would refuse to unite in the funeral honors paid to the 
remains of the gallant Lincoln. And there is none here on the present 
occasion who is not proud to welcome back our brother who was dead, 
and is alive again, who was lost, and is found. Welcome ! thrice wel¬ 
come ! generous soldier" 

General Shields spoke nearly as follows: 

“I regret that the state of my health is such as prevents me from re¬ 
plying to the very handsome and eloquent address which has just been 
delivered, and the distinguished honor that has been paid me, in the 
manner that I should desire. I am deeply sensible, I am proud, of the 
high honor that has has been conferred upon me by a proud, noble, 
gallant people. I am received here by the Legislature of the State of 
Alabama, not as a mere adventurer, but, I might also say, as if I were 
the idol of the State. I cannot find words sufficiently strong to express 
the state of my feelings upon the present occasion. It was remarked by 
my eloquent friend that I am Irishman. That very fact is, in itself, a 
great lesson to the world. It is an evidence of the superiority of our 
free government, under which there is no distinction but that which may 
arise from merit. Irishmen have fought for England, and their blood 
has served to fertilize the laurels that make up the wealth of her national 
glory. Yet she never has conferred benefits upon their country. Would 
it not be hard then, if Irishmen would not fight for glorious, free 
America, to whom they are so much indebted. For my part, I was 
truly glad that I had an opportunity of showing, amid the dangers of 
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the battle-field, my gratitude for the treatment my country has received 
from the noble, generous-hearted people of America. And, through, 
hitherto unknown among you, have received me, on my return, as an 
American General. I am not, vain enough to suppose that the proud 
honor, which you have conferred upon me, has been paid to me person¬ 
ally, but rather as an officer of an army, every man of whom is brave. 
This is the very spirit that makes your army in vincible—the conscious¬ 
ness, on the part of the soldier, that at home he is not forgotten, nor his 
merits overlooked. The notice taken of my conduct towards General 
Smith, who is a worthy and gallant officer, is a sufficient proof of the 
high toned character of a people who can appreciate so highly an act of 
that kind. Indeed, I doubt very much whether I could have derived 
more credit for anything that I might, have done by assuming that com¬ 
mand, than I have already received from having declined doing so. 

I have suffered much, but the reception which I have this day met, 
is sufficient to repay me for all that I may have suffered Nay, more— 
much as I have suffered, I would be willing to suffer the same again, for 
a similar reception. Your kindness to me will have the effect of making 
me, henceforward, more devoted, if possible, to the glorious flag that be¬ 
longs to so brave, so generous, so magnanimous a people." 

After the response from General Shields, the Senate withdrew and 
returned to the Senate Chamber.

their Representatives in Congress, to carry out, as to specific measures, the 
declared wishes. 

And Whereas, the constitution of the United States, contemplates a treasu?? 
to be held by the Government, wholly free from any necessary connection with 
Banks, this General Assembly, do most fully approve the passage, by Congress 
of the Independent Treasury, and believe the passage of that measure, was n?? 
only prudent, but has operated beneficially upon the currency and commerce 
the country. 

And Whereas, this General Assembly do believe that the tariff law of 184? 
was unjust and oppressive in its operations, and was rightly modified by the 
Tariff law of 1846. 

And Whereas, the constitution of the United States declares that new State 
may be admitted into the Union, without any restrictions, whatever, save that 
establishing a republican form of Government, therefore the Congress of the 
United Stales has no constitutional power, either directly or indirectly, to ena??? 
any law, controlling or in any manner interfering with the institution of slaver?? 
in any State of Territory of this Union, now or hereafter acquired by conquest ?? 
otherwise, and it is the imperative right of each and every citizen of this Union 
to reside with his property, of whatever description, in any territory which th??? 
United States may ever acquire, in any way, or by any means whatever. 

And Whereas, our country is now engaged in a war with the Republic of 
Mexico, which war was commenced by Mexico against this country, which is??? 
war upon the part of this country, in vindication of the national rights and na¬ 
tional honor of these United States. 

And Whereas, reviewing the history of our Govennent, for the last three years 
a period which will be remarkable through all future time, and looking round 
upon the events now being daily developed, this General Assembly have rea¬ 
son to congratulate the country, that its destinies were cast during the great 
and trying events, which have, within that period, rapidly succeeded each other 
in the hands of our distinguished fellow citizen James K. Polk, whose policy ha??? 
successfully conducted our domestic and foreign relations in the midst of peculiar 
and exrtaordinary difficulties, therefore, be it 

1st. Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the State of 
Alabama in General Assembly convened, That our Senators in Congress be in¬ 
structed, and our Representatives requested, to vote against any bill which may 
be introduced for the repeal of the Independent Treasury law. 

2d. Resolved further, that our Senators in Congress be instructed, and our 
Representatives requested, to vote against any measure, which may be introdu¬ 
ced in Congress for the purpose of reinstating the tariff of 1842. 

3d. Resolved further, that this General Assembly doth unqualifiedly condem?? 
the provisions of the measure lately introduced into the House of Representatives 
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???f the Congress of the United States, known by the name of the Wilmot Provi- 
???o—neither will this General Asssmbly recognise the passage of any such mea- 
???ure as binding upon the citizens of any State or Territory of this Union, inas¬ 
much as the passage of such a law, or any measure containing the same or like 
provisions, would, in the deliberate opinion of this General Assembly, be un¬ 
constitutional, null and void; and our said Senators in Congress, hereby in- 
tructed and our Representatives reqused to vote against, and to use all fair and 
proper exertions to prevent the passage of the same, or any similar measure. 

4th. Resolved further, That our Senators be instructed, and our Representa¬ 
tives requested, to vote for and support in good faith, any measure, for the pur¬ 
pose of raising and furnishing the amount of troops and supplies, which may be 
necessary for the purpose of vigorously prosecuting the existing war against 
Mexico, to a speedy and honorable peace. 

5th. Resolved further, That this General Assembly, doth heartily approve the 
reading measures and policy of the Administration of the present President of 
the United States, as brought forward and; advocated by him, and our Senators 
are hereby instructed, and our representatives requested, to use all fair and pro¬ 
per exertions to carry out, sustain and accomplish the same. 

6th. Resolved, further. That the Governor be requested to transmit to each 
of our Senators and Representatiues in Congress, it copy of the foregoing Pre- 
??mble and Resolutions. 

Mr. Abercrombie moved to lay the Preamble and Resolutions on the 
table, and print thirty-three copies for the use of the Senate. 

Mr Davis called for a division of the question, which was first, taken 
??n laying the preamble and resolutions on the table, and carried. The 
question then recurred upon printing thirty-three copies for the use of the 
Senate, and was also carried. 

The Senate then proceeded to the orders of the day.

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment, 

The following Message was received from His Excellency the Gov¬ 
ernor, by Mr. Mason, his private Secretary : 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT,} 
MONTGOMERY, December 13, 1847. 

Gentlemen of the Senate and 

of the House, of Representatives : 

I have received from the Executive of the States of Vermont, Ohio, 
Missouri, Rhode Island, Maine and Michigan, respectively, Resolutions 
of the Legislature of each, upon various subjects, with a request to lay 
them before the General Assembly of the State of Alabama. I herewith 
send you the Resolutions referred to. 

The Commissioners appointed to examine the Bank of Mobile have 
made a report to me, to which I invite your attention. The report is 
on file in the State Department. I am happy to find from this report, 
the healthy condition of the Bank ; and that it has been well managed. 

I call your attention to the suggestions of the Commissioners, which ac¬ 
company and form a part of this report. 

The Montgomery and West Point Rail Road Company, through their 
President, have made a report to me as required by an act entitled, “an 
act to loan the two per cent fund to the Montgomery and West Point 
Rail Road Company and the Tennessee &Coosa Rail Road Company,” to 
which I call your attention. The report is on file in the State Department. 

I have received two reports from the Inspectors of the Penitentiary. 
The first for the year 1846 The second for the present year. These 
reports are also on file in the State Department, to which your attention 
is invited. Some action will be necessary to be had at your present 
session in regard to the subjects prescribed by these reports. The sug¬ 
gestions of the Inspectors will no doubt receive proper attention from 
you. I take leave, however, here to point particularly to the propriety 
of changing the mode of appointing the Physician for the Institution, 
under the change which has been made in its management by the act of 
your last session, leasing it out. I consider it but reasonable that the 
Lessee should have the power to make the appointment, under the su¬ 
pervision and control of the Inspectors. 

Since the commencement of your present session, I have received a 
communication from the War Department, with the sketch of a bill pro¬ 
viding for the purchase of lands by the United States for Military pur¬ 
poses within the State of Alabama, and for the cession of jurisdiction 
over the same ; with a request to lay the same before you at your present 
session for consideration and adoption. The communication and sketch 
are respectfully submitted herewith for your consideration. 

Vacancies have occurred in various offices of the State since your 
last session, all of which have been filled by Executive appointments, 
except that which was recently occasioned by the death of the Hon. 

Henry Goldthwaite, one of the Judges of the Supreme Court of the 
State. I append hereto a list of the appointments referred to.

Mr Manning introduced, a bill to be entitled an act in respect to the 
competency of witness in certain cases ; which was read ; and ordered 
to a second reading on to-morrow. 

The Senate then proceeded to the orders of the day. 

The bill to be entitled an act to change the time of the meeting of the 
Supreme Court of the State of Alabama, was read the second time; and, 
on motion of Mr Dent, was laid upon the table. 

The bill from the House of Representatives, to be entitled an act to 
compel the Judge of the County and Orphans’ Court of Dale county to 
reside within one mile of the Court House, was read the second time, 
and ordered to a third reading on to-morrow. 

The bill to be entitled an act to incorporate the Most Excellent Grand 
Chapter of the State of Alabama, and the subordinate Chapters under 
its jurisdiction, was read the second time, and referred to the committee 
on the Judiciary. 

Which completed the orders of the day. 

Mr Stewart introduced a bill to be entitled an act further regulating 
days of grace on commercial obligations ; which was read, and ordered 
to a second reading on to-morrow. 

On motion of Mr Abercrombie, the Senate took and informal recess of 
fifteen minutes, when 

Mr President resumed the Chair, and called the Senate to order. 

Mr Kelly, from the committee on Roads, Bridges and Ferries, to whom 
was referred a bill to b entitled an act to amend the Road Laws, re¬ 
ported the bill, with an amendment as therein shown, and recommend 
its passage. 

On motion of Mr Peters, it was resolved that the Secretary of State 
lay before the Senate, as soon as practicable, the report of the Commis¬ 
sioners appointed to examine the Bank of Mobile ; the report of the

Mr. Morrisett moved to postpone the further consideration of the bill, 
until the 22d inst., which was carried. 

The engrossed bill to be entitled an act to amend the Road Laws, was 
next taken up, and Mr Dent moved to reconsider the vote, ordering the 
bill to a third reading, which was carried — yeas, 19, Nays 11.

THURSDAY, December 16, 1847. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr President laid before the Senate a petition from sundry citizens of 
the town of Fredonia ; which was, on motion Mr. Mitchell, referred 
to the committee on Propositions and Grievances. 

The following message was received from His Excellency the Gov¬ 
ernor, by Mr Mason, his private Secretary. 

Gentlemen of the Senate 

and of the House of Representatives. 

I leam with regret that two of the companies of volunteers, which I 
stated in my general message had been accepted, and were en route to 
Mobile, the place of rendezvous for muster, were found upon their ar¬ 
rival to be below the required number of men ; and, in consequence it 
becomes necessary to unite them, to form one full company This leaves 
a deficiency in the Battalion called for by the President, of one company. 
In order to raise this additional force, it will be necessary to make an 
appropriation to defray the expenses of doing so. I therefore recom¬ 
mend to your consideration the propriety of placing under the control 
of the Executive such an amount of funds as you may deem necessary 
to effect the object desired J. L. MARTIN. 

Montgomery, Dec. 15, 1847. 

The message was referred to the committee on Military affairs. 

Mr Oliver presented the petition of sundry citizens of Montgomery 
county, asking the removal of the precinct from Carter's Hill to the cen¬ 
tre of the beat; which was referred to the committee of Privileges and 
Elections. 
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Mr Edwards presented the petition of Obedience Ludlow; which was 
referred to the committee on the Judiciary. 

Mr Peters, from the committee on Retrenchment, to whom was re¬ 
ferred a bill to be entitled an act to abolish the salaries of the Solicitors 
of this State, together with the amendments thereto, reported the bill 
back without the amendments, and recommended its passage. 

The bill was placed among the orders of the day. 

Mr Morrisett, from the committee on Propositions and Grievances, to 
whom was referred a bill for the relief of Silas Dabbs, reported the bill 
back with the following amendment, and recommend its passage. 

Strike out the words "seventy-five," and insert in lieu thereof the 
word "fifty," before dollars. 

The report was concurred in, and the bill placed among the orders of 
the day. 

Mr Buford from the joint committee of the two Houses, "appointed to hear.” 
Mr Whitney, and consider and report upon his project for constructing a rail¬ 
road from “Lake Michigan to the Pacific Ocean," instruct me to report, that 
after conferring with that gentleman, and after hearing his public addresses, the 
committee find the project to be based on the leading idea of constructing the 
road from settlement and proceeds of the contiguous wild lands, under suit¬ 
able restrictions to guarantee the progress of the work, and the application of 
the fund to the object proposed. And after such consideration as the commit¬ 
tee have found time to devote to the subject; they are of opinion, the project is 
unembarrassed by Constitutional difficulties— is of probable practicability, and 
of such vast consequence, as to justify its attempt. Congress being vested with 
plenary power , under the Constitution, "to dispose of the Territory or other 
property belonging to the United States," is not limited to a pecuniary equiva¬ 
lent, but may exchange with our own citizens, the public land, for dominion 
over the commerce of the world, and for a Navy that will fill every harbour and 
make us master of every Ocean — magnificent results promised by the scheme, 
and that seem to your committee, not wholly visionary. 

But apart from this reasoning, it seems never to have been questioned, but 
that Congress might sacrifice a part of the public domain, in order to make the 
residue accessible to the settler, and to enhance its market value— and this pro¬ 
ject, if consummated, will bring into market and speedy cultivation, an immense 
contiguous Territory, that otherwise would for an indefinite period, remain with¬ 
out an inhabitant: but when it is remembered, that the scheme proposes that 
beside the completion of the road, every acre of the grant, shall, before the na¬ 
tional title is relinquished, be paid for at an average of sixteen cents per acre, 

(and which the committee believe to be more than its intrinsic value, in its pre¬ 
sent state,) it seems that ground for cavil on this point no longer remains. 

As to the practicibility of the undertaking with the means proposed, your com¬ 
mittee are not so clear, but since that is a question that concerns the sanguine 
and energentic projector of the scheme, rather than the Government, that parts 
with the lands only, as successfully applied to the object of the grant, and after 
a pecuniary equivalent, we have been content to leave the solution of this pro¬ 
blem, to the test of actual experiment: while, at the same time, it is due to that 
distinguished gentleman, and our own sense of candour, to acknowledge the dis- 
cources with a force of eloquence that challenges our sincere faith in the feasi¬ 
bility of his project, as well as the incalculable magnitude and importance of its 
results. 
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Impressed with these views, the committee have instructed me to report and 
recommend for passage, the following Preamble and Resolutions, to wit: 

Whereas, The construction of a railroad across the continent of America, 
from Lake Michigan to the Pacific Ocean, would make the United the great 
Commercial Highway between Europe and the populous and wealthy empires 
of Asia— would facilitate our intercourse with those nations— would make us 
carriers of the world's commerce, and incalulably increase our Naval power— 
would connect and bind Oregon and the Pacific coast to us, and consolidate our 
Union— would enhance the value of our cotton by multiplying consumers, in a 
region beyond its production, and would give a fresh impetus to agriculture, 
manufacturing and commercial interests, generally. And, whereas, this great 
enterprise on the plan originated by Mr Asa Whitney, of New York, seems not 
impracticable. And, whereas, the splendid anticipations associated with the 
probable results, would seem to justify the most cautious in encouraging an ex¬ 
periment that at worst, can bring no considerable public detriment. Therefore, 

1. Be it Revolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the State 
of Alabama, in General Assembly, convened, That we approve of Mr Whit¬ 
ney's plan of constructing a railroad from Lake Michigan to the Pacific Ocean, 
from an application of the public lands on its line, connecting the sale and set¬ 
tlement of the lands, with the building of the road, and in the end paying to the 
Government sixteen cents per acre, for all the lands set apart for this work, 
making it an individual enterprise, but under control of Congress, for regulat¬ 
ing and fixing the tolls of said road, only adequate to its management and re¬ 
pairs, and reserving the right to any of the States, with the assent of the inter¬ 
mediate States, to connect with the same. 

2. Resolved, That our Senators in Congress be instructed, and our Repre¬ 
sentatives be requested, to support the immediate prosecution of this mea¬ 
sure. 

3. Resolved. That his Excellency, the Governor, be requested to transmit to 
our Senators and Representatives, in Congress, copies of this Report and Re¬ 
solutions. 

Mr Nabors moved to lay the Report and Resolutions upon the table. 

Mr Beckett moved to postpone the further consideration of the Resolutions 
until Saturday next, and print 133 copies thereof which was lost. 

The question then recurred upon the motion to lay the Resolutions upon the 
table, which was also lost. 

The hour of 11 having arrived the Senate adjourned to form a procession pre¬ 
liminary to the Inauguration of the Governor elect, 

The two Houses in procession repaired to the Montgomery Hall, where they 
received His Excellency. The procession then returned to the Representative 
Hall, when after Prayer from the Rev. Basil Manly chaplain of the day. 

The Governor elect delivered his Inaugural address, and then in presence of 
both Houses, the oath of office were administered to him by the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives. 

The Senate then withdrew and returned to the Senate Chamber. Mr Presi¬ 
dent resumed the chair, and the Senate proceeded to the consideration of the 
resolutions reported by Mr Buford. 

Mr McClung moved to amend the resolutions as follows: Strike out the se¬ 
cond resolution and insert in lieu thereof the following: 

Resolved, That the project be recommended to the, favorable consideration of 



our Senators and Representatives in Congress. 
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The amendment was adopted, and on motion of Mr Davis, the word "favora¬ 
ble" where it occurs in the amendment was stricken out and 

On motion of Mr Dent the further consideration of the resolutions was post¬ 
poned until Monday next at 12 o’clock, and 133 copies thereof ordered to be 
printed. Yeas 18—Nays 9.

On motion of Mr Oliver, Mr Edwards was added to the committee on 16th 
Sections. 

Mr Edwards gave notice that he would on to-morrow move to reconsider the 
vote striking out the word "favorble" from the amendment offered by Mr Mc¬ 
Clung to the resolutions reported by Mr Buford. 

Then on motion Mr Coggin the Senate adjourned until to-morrow morning 10 
o’clock. 


FRIDAY, December 17, 1847. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr Wilson presented the petition of sundry citizens of Lauderdale county, 
which was referred to the committee on Privileges and elections. 

Mr McClung from the committee on the Judiciary, to whom was referred a 
bill to be entitled an act establishing Courts of Probate and for other purposes, 
have had the same under consideration, and have instructed me to report the fol¬ 
lowing amendments, to-wit: 

1. Strike out the word "May" where it first occurs in the second section, and 
insert in lieu thereof the word "August." 

2. Strike out all after the word "provided" in the 6th line of said section, 
and insert in lieu thereof "and all judges to be elected under this act, shall hold 
their offices for the term of four years, and until their successors are qualified— 
vacancies to be filled by the Governor until the first Monday in August next 
thereafter, and until the Judges then elected are qualified." 

3. At the end of section seven, add, "and when any person aggrieved desires 
to sue on the bond of a Probate Judge, a certified copy thereof, by the Secreta¬ 
ry of State, for which he shall be entitled to a fee of one dollar, shall be received 
as evidence in lieu of the original: Provided however, that when a plea of non 
est factum shall be filed, the original bond shall be enclosed by the Secretary of 
State, to the court in which the suit is pending, to be proved as in other cases." 

4. After the word counties in the 11th section, insert "to the same extent, and 
in such cases as county and circuit courts can now hear and determine them." 

5. At the end of the 16th section, add, but all guardians shall annually file 
in the office of said judge, accounts of their receipts, expenditure and disburse¬ 
ments, to be safely kept and preserved for which no fee shall be charged or re¬ 
ceived; And if such accounts are not filed at the end of every year, said judge 
may issue a citation to such guardian at the end of thirty days, requiring him to 




file his accounts, for which citation, and every act connected with the same, the 
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said Judge shall receive a fee of fifty cents, and the sheriff executing and retur¬ 
ning it, a fee of one dollar, to be paid by such guardian out of his own funds." 

6. Strike out section 18, and insert "that any party aggrieved by any inter¬ 
locutory or final order or decree of the Judge of said court, may within three 
years from the rendition thereof, appeal therefrom to the Supreme Court, under 
such rules and regulations as said Supreme Court may from time to time lay 
down, regulating appeals: Provided that from any judgment or order final in 
said courts, a writ of error shall lie to the Supreme Court in the same manner as 
upon judgments of the circuit courts." 

7. To come in after section 18: "Be it further enacted, That the respective 
Chancery Courts in this State, shall, on bill filed, at any time within three years, 
by either party, correct any errors in law or fact which may be shown to exist; 
in any matter decreed or detennined by said Probate Courts— such Chancery 
proceedings subject to be revised in the supreme, court as in other cases: Provided 
however, that the limitations in this act specified, shall not apply to infants, mar¬ 
ried women or persons of unsound mind; who may have all the privileges of writs 
of error, appeal, or proceeding in the Chancery Courts, herein provided for three 
years after their respective disabilities have ceased." 

8. Strike out all after the word "heretofore" where it occurs in the 4th line of 

19th section, to the word "several" where it last occurs in said section inclu¬ 
sive. . ’ . 

9. In 20th section after the word "not" in the first line, add, "nor shall any 
one employed for or by him in his office." 

10. At the end of 20th section add, "and if any such Judge shall receive any 
other or greater fees than are by this act allowed, from any guardian, executor 
or administrator or other person, he shall for every such fee, so improperly re¬ 
ceived, forfeit and pay to the person paying the same, the sum of fifty dollars, re¬ 
coverable before any justice of the peace, in the name of the person who shall 
have paid such fee, to be by him accounted for, if paid as guardian, executor or 
administrator, as other assets; and it shall be their duty to sue for the same: Pro¬ 
vided, that this remedy shall not bar an indictment for extortion, nor prevent 
any person aggrieved to a greater amount than fifty dollars, from recovering, in 
addition, whatever amount he may have illegally paid." 

11. At the end of sec 22, add, "and said county court clerks shall hand over 
to said Judges of Probate Courts, all other papers, books and records belonging 
to their office. 

12. In sec. 24, strike out "May" and insert "August.” 

13. In sec. 24, after the word, "next" insert "except as to the county of Mo¬ 
bile, to which county the same shall not apply sooner than the first Monday in 
August eighteen hundred and fifty." 

Mr President (Mr Frazier in the chair) moved, to postpone the further 
consideration of the bill, and the amendments, until to-morrow, and make 
them the special order for 11 o'clock: which was carried.

Dent, Edwards, Gray, Judge, Manning, Morrisett, Oliver, Scott, Storrs 
and Townsend. 

Mr Morrisett moved to re-commit the bill and amendment to the 
Judiciary committee, with instructions to re-model the fee bill. 

Mr Judge called for a division of the question ; which was first taken 
on re-committing the bill and amendment to the Judiciary committee, 
and carried. 

The question then recurred upon the motion to instruct the committee to re¬ 
model the fee Bill, which was lost. 

The Bill and amendments were then referred to the Judiciary committee. 

The bill for the relief of Silas Dabbs was read the second time and ordered to 
be engrossed. 

The bill to be entitled an act, relating to 16th Section therein named, was 
read and ordered to a second reading. 

The bill from the House of Representatives to be entitled an act, making 
appropriations towards raising troops &c., was read and ordered to a second 
reading. 

On motion of Mr Peters, the report of the Inspectors of the Penitentiary was 
taken from the table and 266 copies thereof ordered to be printed for the use of 
the two Houses. 

On motion of Mr Peters the report of the President of the Montgomery and 
West Point railroad company was taken from the table, and 133 copies thereof 
ordered to be printed. 

Mr President, (Mr Creagh in the Chair) introduced a bill to be entitled an 
act, to regulate the appointment, and reduce the fees of the Clerk of the Supreme 
Court, which was read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Abercrombie from the select committee to whom was referred a bill to be 
entitled an act, for the relief of Uriah Paulk, reported the bill back without 
amendment and recommended its passage. 

The bill was read the 2nd time and ordered to be engrossed for a third 
reading. 

Mr Edwards presented the petition of James H. Armstrong, Isaac Moore 
and others, which was referred to the committee on proposition and grievances. 

Mr Frazier from the committee on Military affairs to which was referred, a 
bill to be entitled an act to incorporated the Lowndesboro Cavalry Company, re¬ 
ported the bill back amended by striking out the third section and recommeded 
its passage. 

Mr Judge moved to amend as follows : 

Sec. 8. And be if further enacted, That the members of said Cavalry 
Company be exempt from perfonning; any road or street duty, from serving 
on any Juries, and from Patrol duty, except when called out by their Cap¬ 
tain. 

Provided that said Company shall muster at least six times a year as is requir¬ 
ed by the second Section of this act: Provided further, that the raising of 
this company shall not disorganize any of the Infantry companies. 

The amendment was adopted, and the bill ordered to be engrossed for a third 
reading. 
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Mr Buford introduced a bill to be entitled an act, to enable Guardians to keep 
their wards’ slaves together, in certain cases, which was read, and ordered to a 
second reading. 

Then on motion of Mr Dent, the Senate adjourned until to-morrow morning 
10 o’clock- 


SATURDAY, December 18, 1847. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr Manning made the following report : 

The joint committee of the two Houses of the General Assembly, providing 
for the reception of Major General Quitman, have instructed me to report— 
that in pursuance of the authority vested in them, they have adopted the follow¬ 
ing; order of proceedings in reference to the reception of the distinguished 
Soldier about to receive the welcome of the State. 

1. Adjutant General Carroll will act as chief Marshall, assisted by Mr 
Raiford of the House, and Mr Wi son of the Senate. 

2. The two Houses will take a recess at 11 o'clock, to enable the Doorkeep¬ 
ers to prepare the Hall of the House of Representatives for the Senate and for 
the Ladies who may be present, and for the reception of Gen. Quitman’s 

3. The joint committee of arrangements will proceed to Gen. Quitman's 
quarters in the city and attend him to the Capital,—and at 12 o'clock escort him 
into the Hall of the House of Representatives, the two Houseses being Assem¬ 
bled there to meet him. 

4. The members of the two houses and all within the Hall of the House, will 
remain sitting when the committee with General Quitman shall enter the 

Hall, and while they are so sitting, the Chairman of the joint committee on the 
part of the Senate addressing the President thereof, will present General Quit- 
man in the usual recognized mode of proceeding when the two Houses are in 
convention. 

The President of the Senate then rising will announce in the usual form, that 
Major General Quitman is presented to the two Houses of the General Assem¬ 
bly ;—whereupon the members shall rise to their feet in honor of General 
Quitman,—and Benj. F. Porter on behalf of both Houses bid him welcome 
in a salutatory address. 

5. The reception and public salutations being concluded, the Senate will with¬ 
draw to the Senate chamber, and continue its proceedings. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr McClung from the committee on the Judiciary to whom was referred a bill 
to be entitled an act, for the relief of Wm. W Bigham, reported the bill back 
without amendment, and recommended its passage. 

The report was concurred in, and the bill ordered to be engrossed for a third 
reading. 

Mr McClung from the same committee to which was referred, a bill to be 
entitled an act, for the relief of James Stubbs, reported that it would be inex¬ 
pedient and improper to pass said bill, and on motion of Mr McClung the bill 
and report were laid upon the table, 

Mr McClung from the same committee to whom was referred a bill to be en¬ 
titled an act, to enable James E Crocket Guardian of Martha J Jones, to work 
her slaves with his own,—reported it, as unnecessry and inexpedient to pass the 
bill. 


The report was concurred in. 
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Mr McClung from the same committee to whom was referred a bill, to be 
entitled an act, to incorporate the Grand Chapter of the State of Alabama, and 
the subordinate Chapters under its jurisdiction, reported the bill back with the 
following amendment: 

Sec 7. And be it further enacted, That the General Assembly shall have 
full power at any time to repeal, alter or amend this charter. 

The amendment was concurred in, and the bill ordered to be engrossed for a 
third reading. 

Mr McClung from the same committee to which was referred a bill to be en¬ 
titled an act, to authorize Judges of the county Courts, to order such choses in 
action, as cannot be collected by Executors and Administrators to be sold to the 
highest bidder, reported it inexpedient to pass the bill. 

The report on million of Mr McClung was laid upon the table, and the bill on 
motion of Mr Frazier, was referred to a select committee, composed of messrs 
Frazier, McClung and Nabors. 

Mr Morrisett from the committee on propositions and grieviances, to whom 
was referred the petition of William Williams, reported it as inexpedient to grant 
the prayer of the petitioner. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr Frazier from the committee on propositions and grievances to whom was 
referred the petition of sundry citizens of Jackson county, reported that the Feg- 
islature cannot grant, the prayer of the petition, and ask to be discharged from 
the further consideration of the same. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr Beckett from the committee on education to whom was referred a bill to 
incorporate, the Central Masonic Institute of the State of Alabama, reported the 
bill back with the following amendment, and recommended its passage, 

Insert the word “by “ before “Faws” and insert the word “proper” before 
“necessary” when they occur on the first page. 

Strike out the first section and insert in lieu thereof the following : 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That said Trustees, or a majority of 
them, may organize the corporation, on notice signed by any three of them, and 
published for three weeks in a newspaper, printed in said county, of the time and 
place of such organization, when if a majority of said Trustees attend the 
meeting they may proceed to organize by the election of a President and other 
proper officers. 

The amendments were concurred in and the bill ordered to be engrossed for a 
third reading. 

On motion of Mr Judge the Rules were suspended in order to allow him an 
opportunity of introducing the following : 

Joint Resolutions of Invitation to Major General ZACHARY TAYFOR. 

WHEREAS As, the Fegislature of the State of Alabama in General As¬ 
sembly convened, did, on the 18th inst., invite the gallant and distin¬ 
guished General Shields to the Capitol of the State, and extend to him 
the privileges of the two Houses, and this day the same courtesy under 
a resolution will be conferred upon Major General Quitman, who has so 
nobly distinguished himself in the battles of Mexico. 

And, whereas, it is known to the Fegislature, that Major General 
Zachary Taylor has leave of absence from his command at his own 
request, and is now on a visit to his family in the State of Fouisiana. 
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Therefore, in order to do honor to that distinguished and gallant com¬ 
mander for the great services he has rendered his country, not only in 
his fonner campaigns, but more recently for the brilliant and unpar- 
rellelled victory achieved by him while in command of our anny against 
the Mexicans, proving to their whole nation “that Old Rough and 
Ready had but to will it, and the battle was ours.” Whilst the nations 
of the world have observed with astonishment the personal courage and 
great military skill of the American General; and as the chivalrous 
Shields truly ,said, “the success of our army under old General Taylor, 

God bless him, at Palo Alto, Resaca de la Palma Monterey and Buena 
Vista, was the great cause of the continued success of our armies in after 
battles.” 

Therefore, be it Resolved, That the Governor be requested to forward 
this Preamble and Resolutions, to Major General Zachary Taylor, im¬ 
mediately on their passage, and invite him to visit the Capitol of the 
State of Alabama during the present session of the Legislature; that 
there may be tendered to him expressions of the high regard in which he is 
held by the people of Alabama, together with such other honors as may 
seem fit and proper to a great and good man. 

Be it further Resolved, That the Governor be requested to lay before 
the two Houses, the answer of Major General Taylor immediately on 
its reception, and should be respond favorably to the wishes of the Leg¬ 
islature, the President of the Senate and Speaker of the House, are here¬ 
by authorized to appoint, each a committee of five to act as a joint com¬ 
mittee to make all necessary preparations for his reception, and sojourn 
amongst us. 

Mr Beckett, from the committee on Education, to whom was referred 
the bill to be entitled an act to confer certain powers on the Town Count¬ 
ed of Selma, together with the petiton of sundry citizens of said town, 
reported that the prayer of the Petitioners ought to be granted, and re¬ 
commended the passage of the bill. 

The report was concurred in, and the bill was ordered to be engrossed 
for a third reading 

The hour of eleven having arrived, the Senate adjourned for the pu-

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That hereafter a defaulting State 
witness shall be excused from the forfeiture incurred, the court may in 
its discretion, also excuse the witness from the judgement of the costs 
occasioned by such default. 

The amendment was adopted. 

On motion of Mr Manning the word “probably” was inserted before 
the word “necessary ” where it occurs in the first section ; and the 
words ; or material ” after the word necessary. 

Then, on motion of Mr Storrs, the bill and amendments were referred 
to the committee on the Judiciary. 

Mr President laid before the Senate the Comptroller's first biennial 
report, for the years 1846-47 ; which was laid upon the table, and sixty- 
six copies thereof ordered to be primed. 

Mr Peters from the committee on Enrolled Bills, reported as correctly 
enrolled. 

A bill to be entitled an act making appropriations towards raising 
Troops, &c. 

On motion of Mr Davis, the bill to be entitled an act for the relief of 
Silas Dabbs was taken from the orders of the day ; read a third time and 
passed. 

On motion of Mr Oliver, it was 

Resolved. That the committee on the State Capitol be empowered to 
contract for grates, for the purpose of burning coal or wood in the sev¬ 
eral offices in the Capitol, and also to have zinc placed in front of the 
fire places. 

Mr McAlister moved that the Senate adjourn until Monday morning, 

10 o’clock, which was lost.— Yeas, 6—Nays, 16.

Question pending upon the motion of Mr. Frazier, to strike out “six,” 
where it occurs in the amendment reported by the committee, and insert¬ 
ing in lien thereof “four.” 

A division of the question was called for ; which was first taken on 
striking out, and carried. 
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The question then recurred upon filling the blank with “ four,” which 
was also carried. 

On motion of Mr McClung, the amendment was amended as fellows: 

Strike out “next general election after they occur” and insert “first 
Monday in August next thereafter.” 

The amendment as amended was then adopted. 

The following amendments by the committee were then concurred in. 

At the end of section 7, add “and where any person aggrieved, de¬ 
sirous to sue on the bond of the Probate Judge, a certified copy thereof, 
by the Secretary of State, for which he shall be entitled to a fee of one 
dollar, shall be received as evidence, in lieu of the original: Provided, 
however, that when a plea of non est factum shall be filed, the original 
bond shall be enclosed by the Secretary of State to the Court in which 
the suit is pending, to be proved as in other cases;” — and after the word 
“counties,” in the 11th section, insert “ to the same extent, and in such 
cases, as County and Circuit Courts can now hear and detennine them.” 

The fifth amendment, as reported by, the committee, was then adopt¬ 
ed; which is as follows: 

At the end of the 16th section add “ But all guardians shall annually 
file in the office of said Judge accounts of their receipts, expenditures, 
and disbursements, to be safely kept and preserved, for which no fee 
shall be charged or received. And if such accounts are not filed at the 
end of any year, said Judge may issue a citation to said guardian at the 
end of thirty days, requiring him to file his accounts ; for which citation, 
and any act connected with the same, the said judge shall receive a fee 
of fitly cents, and the sheriff executing and returning it, a fee of one dol¬ 
lar, to be paid by such guardian out of his own funds.” 

The following amendments, as reported by the committee, were then 
adopted. 

6th. Strike out the 16th section, and insert, “ That any party aggrieved 
by an interlocutory or final order, or decree of the Judge of said Court, may 
within three years from the rendition thereof, appeal therefrom to the Su¬ 
preme Court, under such rules and regulations as said Supreme Court 
may, from time to time, lay down, regulating such appeals: Provided, 
that from any judgment or decree final in said courts, a writ of error 
shall he to the Supreme Court, in the same manner as upon judgments 
of the Circuit Courts. 

7th. To come in after section 18 “ And be it further enacted, That 
the respective Chancery Courts in this State, shall on bill filed, at any 
time within three years, by either party, count any error in law or fact, 
which may be shown to exist, in any matter deemed or determined by 
said Probate Courts. Such Chancery proceedings subject to be revised 
in the Supreme Court as in other cases : Provided, however, that the 
limitations in this act specified shall not apply to infants, married wo¬ 
men, or persons of unsound mind ; who may have all the privileges of 
writs of error, appeal, or of proceeding in the Chancery Courts, herein 
provided for three years after their respective disabilities have ceased. 

8th. Strike out all after the words “ heretofore,” where it occurs in the 
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fourth line of the 19th section, to the word “several,” where it last oc¬ 
curs in said section inclusive. 

9th. In 20th section, after the word “not,” in the first line, add “nor 
shall any one employed for or by him in his office.”' 

10th. At the end of 20th section, add “And if any such Judge shall re¬ 
ceive any other or greater fees than are by this act allowed from any 
guardian, executor, administrator, or other person, he shall, for any such 
fee so improperly received, forfeit and pay to the person paying the 
same the sum of fifty dollars, recoverable before any justice of the peace, 
in the name of the person who shall have paid such fee, to be by him 
accounted for, if paid as guardian, executor, or administrator, as other 
assets ; and it shall be their duly to sue for the same : Provided, that 
this remedy shall not bar an indictment for extortion, nor prevent any 
person aggrieved to a greater amount than fifty dollars from recovering, 
in addition, whatever amount he may have illegally paid. 

11th. At the end of section 22, add “And said County Court Clerks 
shall hand over to said Judges of Probate Courts all other papers, books, 
and records belonging to the office. 

22th. In section 24, Strike out “May” and insert “August.” 

The thirteenth amendment was rejected by the Senate ; which is as 
follows: 

In section 24, after the word “next,” insert “except as to the county 
of Mobile ; to which county the same shall not apply sooner than the 
first Monday in August, eighteen hundred and fifty.” 

Mr McClung offered the following amendment, to come in before the 
last section ; which was adopted. 

Be it further enacted, That said Judges shall keep constantly on their 
tables a book, in which shall be entered all the fees which they have re¬ 
ceived ; and it shall be the duty of the Solicitor and the Grand Jury, du¬ 
ring every term of the Circuit Court, to examine said fee book, and to 
inquire into the fact whether or not illegal fees have been received ; and 
if they should find tat greater, or other fees have been received than 
are allowed by this act, said Judges shall be indicted therefor, and if con¬ 
victed, shall be fined not less than one hundred nor more than five hun¬ 
dred dollars, and be dismissed from office ; and the Court shall moreover 
have said conviction certified to the Governor, who shall fill the same 
as in other cases of vacancy. 

On motion of Mr Dent, the further consideration of the bill was post¬ 
poned until Tuesday next, and made the special order for 11 o’clock of 
that day. 

Mr Dent then moved that the Senate adjourn until Tuesday next at 10 
o’clock, and called for the Yeas and Nays which was lost.—Yeas 7—

Common Rifles, - - - - - 310 

Making the total number of small arms, , - - 4829 

Of this number, there remains in the arsenal, - - 486 


Leaving, distributed over the State, - 4343 

The State has also received, - 1974 pistols. 

And Hall’s Rifle Pistols, - - 110 


Total, 2064 

Of which, none remains in the arsenal. 

Swords, 440, and Cavalry Sabres, 1597; of which none remain in the 
arsenal. 

Of the accoutrements, such as cartridge boxes, belts, straps, bayonets 
holsters, scabbards, &c. but few remain in the arsenal. 

These arms have been distributed to volunteer and other companies 
throughout the State, under the provisions of various acts of the Legis¬ 
lature. The laws have at all times required bonds to be given for the 
safe keeping and return of those arms, but the committee believe that 
many of these bonds, especially those of long standing, are to a great 
extent, worthless. The companies to which arms have been delivered 
have, in many instances, been long disorganized and dispersed. The 
committee feel warranted in saying, that a large number of those dis¬ 
tributed arms are entirely lost. 

The committee are of of opinion that no further distribution of arms, 
now in the arsenal, or hereafter to be received, should be made, unless 
in cases of emergency and danger ; and that some means should be 
adopted, consistent with the interest of the State, for collecting and se¬ 
curing such as are in a wasting and neglected condition. 

The committee are much gratified to be able to state from the best 
infonnation they have been able to obtain, that the anns in possession 
of the volunteer and other companies in the city of Mobile are in excel¬ 
lent condition and safely kept; as are also, the arms in possession of 
the Alabama Military and Scientific Institute, at Tuskeege. 

The committee have instructed me to report a bill, to be entitled an 
act to prevent further loss, and provide for the preservation of the public 
arms.

The committee to whom was referred the petition of John W. Bishop, 
contesting the election of John H Townsend who was declared to be 
duly elected to the Senatorial branch of the General Assembly of this 
State from Talladega district, have had the same under consideration, 
and have instructed me to make the following report. 

From the evidence adduced, the committee find that John H. Town¬ 
send was declared to be elected by a majority of six votes over John W. 
Bishop ; the former receiving in all, eight hundred and fifty-four votes, 
and the latter eight hundred and forty-eight. 

Upon the first ground of objection as set forth in the petition of said 
John W. Bishop, “ that said election was not held according to law” 
your committee have not with scrupulous care examined the minute de¬ 
tails of the different precints, nor are they satisfied that the election were 
conducted in accordance with the strict letter of the statute ; yet they 
believe from the testimony submitted, that the elections were conducted 
fairly, and that no particular benefit would result to either party by an 
examination into the general legality of said election. The fact that 
briefs were submitted by the counsel of the contending parties to the 
committee, and that neither made any allusion to the fact “ that, said 
election was not held according to law” is a reason why your commit¬ 
tee presumed that this ground of contest was abandoned, and did not 
deem it necessary to make further report thereon. 

The attention of your committee has been mainly directed to the ex¬ 
amination of votes given in said election by those who were not. “ qual¬ 
ified electors” To arrive at conclusions upon this subject, the com¬ 
mittee have examined the written, testimony of sixty witnesses— have 
inspected many of the list of voters and the tickets given in by them at 
the different precincts Your committee find that James Hillsman, Wil¬ 
liam Easley, James Davis, John T. Wait, Matthew R. Oliphant and 
David P. Lindsey voted for John H. Townsend, and that they were all 
determined by a majority of the committee to be illegal voters. 

Your committee also find that Francis Blidsoe, Elijah Dyson, John 
Brown and James Hunson. Jr., voted for John W. Bishop ; and a ma¬ 
jority of your committee instruct me to report that the last named voters 
were not qualified electors on the first Monday in August last. 

The result of this investigation as stated, shews that John H Town¬ 
send is elected by having received four votes of qualified electors more 
than was received by John W. Bishop. 

The committee have instructed me to offer the following resolution, 
and they beg to be discharged from a further consideration of this subject. 

Resolved, That the Hon. John H, Townsend was duly elected Senator 
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on the first Monday in August last in the Talladega Senatorial District, 
and that he be permitted to retain his seat as Senator. 

On motion of Mr Frazier, the further consideration of the report was 
postponed until to-morrow, 12 o'clock M., and made the special order for 
that hour. .

The bill from the House of Representatives to in corporate the Mobile 
and Ohio Rail Road Company, was read the second time, and 

Mr Davis moved to amend by striking out the following “after making 
fair allowance and estimate of the increased value of said land by reason 
of the making of said Railroad,” which was lost, and the bill ordered, 
to a third reading on to-morrrow—Yeas 21—Nays 5.

THURSDAY, January 13, 1848. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr Dent presented the petition of sundry citizens of the counties of 
Tuscaloosa and Pickens, in relation to the business of Commission Mer¬ 
chants, which was referred to the committee on Propositions and Griev¬ 
ances. 

Mr Beckett presented the petition of sundry citizens of Tuscaloosa 
county, in relation to an election precinct, which was referred to the 
committee on Privileges and Elections. 

Mr Stewart from the committee on the State Bank and Branches, to 
whom was referred a bill to secure the debts due the State Banks, re¬ 
ported a substitute in lieu of the original bill, which was adopted. 

Mr Stewart then moved to amend by way of proviso, to come in at 
the end of section first as follows :

Mr Frazier submitted the following report on the part of the minority 
of said committee. 

Differing in part with the majority of the committee, the undersigned 
deem it due to themselves to state briefly the views they entertain, which 
brings them to a conclusion different from that of the majority. The 
undersigned are satisfied and take pleasure in stating that the difference 
between themselves and the majority, is a difference of opinion growing 
out of different constructions of law, and here cheerfully bear testimony 
to the patience and impartiality with which the investigation has been 
conducted by the committee. 

In addition to the votes considered illegal, and so reported by the ma¬ 
jority, the undersigned believe that the vote of Henry Tuner, Jr., 

Gabriel Norton, George N. Shelly, John McCottry, Franklin J. Hurst, 
all of which were cast for John W. Townsend, were likewise illegal. 

Some of the undersigned also consider the votes of Wiley Gordon and 
Thomas Gordon as illegal; and the undersigned most respectfully refer 
the Senate to the testimony in these several cases. 

The minority have doubts as to the illegality of the votes of Elijah 
Seison and Francis Bledson who voted for John W. Bishop, and were 
deemed by a majority of the committee to be illegal; and also refer to 
the testimony in these cases. All of which is respectfully submitted.

Message from the House of Representatives by Mr Clitherall : 

Mr President— The House of Representatives concurs in the resolution of the 
Senate, proposing that the two Houses will assemble in the hall of the House on 
Saturday the 15th inst. at 12 o'clock M. for the purpose of electing three In¬ 
spectors of the Penitentiary, and amended the same by striking out “Sat¬ 
urday” and inserting “ Wednesday the 19th inst.” 

The House of Representatives concurs in the amendment of the Senate to the 
House bill to provide for taxing costs in cases of the trial of the right of property 
before justices of the peace, 

The hour of eleven having arrived, the Senate, proceeded to the consideration 
of the minority report of the committee on Privileges and Elections upon the 
subject of the contested election of John H. Townsend. 

Question pending upon the legality of the vote of John McCottrey, which was 
decided by the Senate to have been legal— yeas 17 ; nays 14. 

YEAS— messrs Abercrombie, Beckett, Buford, Cocke, Dent, Edwards, Gar¬ 
land, Judge, Manning, Meriwether. Mitchell, Morrisett, Oliver, Peters, Scott, 

Stewart and Storrs. 

NAYS— messrs President, Brindley, Coggin, Creagh, Davis, Frazier, Garrett, 
Gray, Kelly, Martin, McAlister, McClung, Nabors and Wilson. 

Mr Buford offered the following resolution : 

Resolved, That in the further progress of this trial (the contest of Senator 
Townsend’s seat ) whenever any deposition or any part thereof, is objected to as 
incompetent or illegal evidence, the Senate will first try the question of such in¬ 
competency or illegality, and if decided to be illegal or inadmisable, the same 
shall be suppressed, and shall not be considered— but if otherwise, then such dep¬ 
osition, or part thereof shall, by the Senate, be considered as lawful evidence. 

On motion of Mr Davis, the resolution was laid upon the table. 

The Senate next proceeded to the investigation of the testimony in relation to 
the vote of Franklin Hurst, which was objected to on the ground of his being a 
minor— and after an examination of the evidences, the Senate decided said vote 
to have been a legal one. 

Here the contestor abandoned the contest, and the following resolution which 
was reported by the majority of the committee, was adopted. 

Resolved, That the Hon. John H, Townsend was duly elected Senator on the 
first Monday in August last, in the Talladega Senatorial district, and that he be 
permitted to retain his seat as Senator. 

The report of the committee on the State Bank and branches, upon the peti¬ 
tion of Daniel M Riggs, was next taken up. 

Mr Edwards moved to refer the petition to a select committee with instructions, 
to report a bill remitting one half of the damages. 

Mr Davis moved to postpone the further consideration of the subject until the 
14th day of February next, which was carried. 

Mr Stewart from the committee on the State Bank and Branches, to whom 
was referred the petiotion of Edward Gantt of Dallas county, reported that it 
would be inexpedient to legislate upon the subject. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr Dent from the committee on the military to whom was referred the peti¬ 
tion of the regimental staff officers of the county of Tuskaloosa praying that 
a change may be made in the military law, in part, reported a bill in accordance 



with the prayer of the petitioners, and recommended its passage. 
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The bill was read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr McClung from the committee on the Judiciary to whom was referred a 
bill to be entitled an act for the relief of Robert G. McMahon, guardian of Tur¬ 
ner D Bell, reported the same back without amendment, and recommended its 
passage. 

The report was concurred in and the bill was read the third time forthwith 
and passed. 

Mr McClung from the same committee made the following report: 

The Judiciary committee to which was referred joint resolutions proposing an 
amendment to the thirteenth section of the 6th article of the constitution, have 
had the subject under consideration, and have instructed me to report that it is 
inexpedient at his time to pass said resolution. 

The reasons which have influenced the committee to this conclusion are not 
founded on the merits of the proposition. A majority think that the amendment 
ought to prevail. But there are other amendments to the constitution in pro¬ 
gress of higher importance, and if all are before the people at the same time, it 
is feared that in the hurry of voting, they may not all be properly considered, and 
that this amendment, comparatively unimportant, may interfere with others as 
to which there is but little diversity of opinion. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr McClung from the same committee to whom was referred a bill to regulate 
in one respect, the practice of Courts of Chancery, reported the bill back amen¬ 
ded by an additional section and recommended its passage. 

The amendment was adopted. 

On motion of Mr McClung, the word “of the State of Alabama” was inserted 
after the word “Representatives” in the first section. 

The bill was then ordered to be engrossed for a third reading. 

Mr McClung from the same committee to whom was referred joint resolutions 
for the relief of James G Evans, reported that it would be inexpedient to pass 
them 

The report and resolutions were laid upon the table. 

Mr McClung from the committee on the Judiciary, to whom was referred a 
bill to provide a cheap summary way to collect debts, reported it would be inex¬ 
pedient to pass said bill. 

On motion of Mr Garland the report and bill were laid upon the table. 

Mr Morrisette introduced a bill to authorize the Chancellors and Judges of the 
circuit courts, to change trustees in certain cases, which was read the first and 
second time forthwith and ordered to be engrossed. 

Mr Meriwether from the committee on Agriculture, to whom was referred a 
bill to prevent the sale of unsound corn, and other provisions, reported a substi¬ 
tute in lieu of the original bill and recommended its passage. 

The substitute was adopted and the bill ordered to be engrossed for a third 
reading. 

Mr Oliver introduced a bill to be entitled an act to incorporate the Commer¬ 
cial Bank of Montgomery, which was read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr McClung offered joint resolutions for calling a State Convention, which 
was read and ordered to a second reading. 

REPORT. 

The committee on the Penitentiary, to whom was referred the petition 
of F. McLemore and R. J. Harrison, as Inspectors of the Penitentiary— 
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representing that their last report, which was deposited with His Excel¬ 
lency the Governor, has been altered in essential particulars, since it was 
so deposited, by additions and treasurers— have had the subject under 
consideration, and instruct me to make the following report. 

Your committee, from inspection of the original report, and examina¬ 
tion of other testimony, find the original report was in the following 
words: 

“In examining the condition of the unauthorized accounts made by 
Messrs Cargil and Bradley, while Wardens, we find among the accounts 
made by Mr Bradley amounting to five hundred and thirty-three 34-100 
dollars, the sum of one hundred and sixty-one 58-100 dollars has been 
collected, and we believe three hundred dollars, perhaps more, will be 
collected ; leaving a balance of seventy-two 16-100 dollars, which we 
regard as very doubtful, if not bad Among accounts made by Mr 
Cargil, amounting to one hundred and thirty-seven 94-100 dollars, we 
have succeeded in collecting fifty-four 44-100-dollars ,and we think forty 
or fifty dollars more will ne collected ; leaving a balance of some thirty 
or forty dollars, which will not probably be collected. The collections 
have been made by the voluntary payment of the debtors, without con¬ 
sulting Messrs Cargil and Bradley, with whom the contracts were made : 
for, as stated in our last report, we did not believe that we could legally 
enforce the collection of accounts which had been made in violation of 
law, and that the individuals making the same were the proper persons 
to collect the demands in a legal manner.” 

And the alterations make the report of said inspectors read as follows 

“In examining the condition of the unauthorized accounts made du¬ 
ring the administration of Messrs Cargil and Bradley as Wardens, 
we find that among the accounts made white Mr Bradley was Warden, 
amounting to five hundred and thirty-three 34-100 dollars, the sum of 
one hundred and sixty-one 58-100 dollars has been collected, and we 
believe three hundred dollars, or perhaps more, will be collected ; leav¬ 
ing a balance of seventy two 16-100 dollars, which we regard as very 
doubtful, if not bad. Among the accounts made during Mr CargiTs 
term, amounting to one hundred and thirty seven 91-100 dollars, we 
have succeeded in collecting fifty four 44-100 dollars, and we think forty 
or fifty dollars more will be collected ; leaving a balance of some thirty 
or forty dollars, which will not probably be collected. These collections 
have been made by the voluntary payment of the debtors, without con¬ 
sulting Messrs Cargil or Bradley, (or the store keeper ) with (one of) 
whom the contract (must have been ) made ; for, as stated in our last 
report, we did not believe that we could legally enforce the collection of 
accounts which had been made in violation of law, and that the indivi¬ 
duals making the same were the proper persons to collect the demands 
in a legal manner. (“The responsibility of this credit must fall either 
upon the respective Wardens or upon the store keeper. But, we pre¬ 
sume in contemplation of law it will be fastened on the store keeper in 
whose charge the goods were deposited for sale ; and if the Wardens 
have improperly influenced or caused him to sell the same upon any 
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other terms than for cash, he must seek his relief, if any he has, against 
them. It will be recollected, that by the provisions of the law establish¬ 
ing the cash system, a store keeper was to be appointed, in whose hands 
were to be placed all articles manufactured in the Penitentiary ; which 
were to be sold by him for cash only, at prices established by the board 
of Inspectors, and the proceeds of said sale to be paid over to the War¬ 
dens. Under this statement of facts, and the law applicable to the 
same, the store keeper is the individual who will be legally responsible 
on his bond for the accounts contracted in violation of law, and which 
have not been, nor cannot be collected.”) 

The committee have instructed me to report the following resolution: 

Resolved, That, in the alterations and amendments made by William 
L Kyle to the Report of the Penitentiary Inspectors, nothing improper 
was inserted, nor has injury resulted therefrom. And, as the same was 
done without the knowledge of the other Inspectors, Messrs Harrison 
and McLemore, that said alterations and amendments be considered as 
the separate report of said Kyle. 

The resolution was adopted. 

On motion of Mr Abercrombie, 

Resolved, That so much of the Governor's Message as relates to Joint 
Resolutions, approved 3d February, 1846, in relation to the boundary 
line between the State of Georgia and the State of Alabama, be referred 
to the Judiciary committee. 

Mr Creagh introduced a bill to be entitled an act to amend the Six¬ 
teenth Section law of this State. 

Which was read, and ordered to a second reading, 

Mr Davis introduced a bill to be entitled an act to aid in raising a fund 
to pay the salaries of the Judges of the Circuit Courts and Chancellors of 
this State ; which was read and ordered to a third reading. 

And then the Senate adjourned until to-morrow morning, at 10 o'clock. 


SATURDAY, January 15, 1848. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr Scott presented the petition of Wm. S. Sharp ; which was referred 
to the committee on Prepositions and Grievances. 

Mr Dent presented the memorial of Thomas De Wolf and William 
Paige which was referred to the committee on the Judiciary. 

Mr Creagh, from the committee on Propositions and Grievances, to 
whom was referred the petition of the citizens of township 13, range 27, 
in Barbour county, in behalf of Ferdinand See, reported a bill to be en¬ 
titled an act to reimburse Ferdinand see moneys expended by him, and 
recommended its passage. 

The bill was read, and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Creagh, from the same committee, to whom was referred the peti¬ 
tion of R. T. White, praying compensation for arresting in Louisiana, 
and committing to jail in Montgomery, a fugitive from justice, reported 
a bill in accordance with the prayer of the petitioner, and recommended 
its passage. 

The bill was read, and ordered, to a second reading. 
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Mr Creagh, from the same committee, to whom, was referred the peti¬ 
tion of the Commissioners' Court of Barbour county, to be refunded 
$519 20, paid out to jailors, reported that said account ought to be al¬ 
lowed, except the sum of $25 60, for keeping the two Smiths, who broke 
jail. As to the balance, amounting to the sum of four hundred and nine¬ 
ty-three dollars and sixty cents the committee are of opinion the same 
ought to be refunded, it being for the victualling of Stare prisoners, and 
therefore not properly a county charge and reported a bill to refund to 
Barbour county moneys expended in 1845, for jailor's fees for feeding 
State prisoners. 

The bill was read and ordered to a second reading. 

On motion of Mr Dent, the bill to be entitled an act supplemental to 
an act to create the county of Choctaw, was taken from the orders of the 
day and read the first, second and third time forthwith, and passed. 

Mr Stewart, from the select committee to whom was referred a bill to 
limit the time within which dower shall be sued or petitioned for, report¬ 
ed a substitute for the original bill, and recommended its passage. 

The substitute was adopted ; and on motion of Mr Abercrombie, the 
bill was re-committed to the same committee. 

The amendment of the House of Representatives to the resolution of 
the Senate, proposing to elect three Inspectors of the Penitentiary on Sa¬ 
turday, 15th instant was, on motion of Mr Dent, amended by striking 
out “Wednesday, 19th inst.” and inserting in lieu thereof “Wednesday, 
the 26th inst.” 

Mr Storrs introduced a bill to be entitled an act to defray the expenses 
of the contested election between John W. Bishop and John H. Town¬ 
send, of the county of Talladega ; which was read, and ordered to a se¬ 
cond reading. 

Mr Storrs introduced a bill to incorporate the Coosa Hall Com¬ 
pany ; which was read, and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Wilson introduced a bill to be entitled an act to incorporate the 
Florence and Pulaski Turnpike Company ; which was read, and ordered 
to a second reading. 

Mr Wilson, introduced a bill to be entitled an act to enlarge the 
term of the Chancery Court for the county of Lauderdale and for other 
purposes ; which was read, and ordered to a second reading. 

On motion of Mr Creagh. 

Resolved, That the Committee on the Judiciary be instructed to en¬ 
quire into the expediency of passing a law, that shall suspend right or 
benefit of the laws of Alabama to the citizens of the State of Pennsylva¬ 
nia and Ohio, or any other State whilst they keep in full force on their 
Statute Book, the act to prevent the apprehension of fugitive slaves.” 

Mr Buford introduced a bill to furnish a remedy to owners of fugitive 
slaves, in cases where their constitutional remedy has been denied or 
frustrated by the laws, authorities or citizens, of any free State in which 
such slave may be found, which was read and ordered to a second read¬ 
ing. 

Mr. Garrett introduced a bill amendatory of an act, to locate penna- 
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nently the county site of Cherokee county, approved January 15th 1844, 
which was read and ordered to a second reading.

provided “that all bills for raising revenue shall originate in the House 
of Representatives.” This bill originated in the Senate. It is emphati¬ 
cally a revenue bill, purporting in its title to raise a fund to pay the sala¬ 
ries of State officers. Such too, are the details of the bill. To press it 
would be an infringement on the rights of the House of Representatives, 
and a direct infraction of the Constitution, and that it would be inexpe¬ 
dient to pass it. 

The report and bill was laid upon the table. 

Mr McClung, from the same committee, to whom was referred a bill 
to be entitled an act to incorporate the North Alabama Mutual Insurance 
Company, reported the bill back without amendment, and recommended 
its passage. 

The bill was placed among the orders of the day. 

Mr McClung, from the same committee, to whom was referred a bill 
to be entitled an act to provide for the more effectual administration of 
justice, reported that it would be inexpedient to pass said bill. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr McClung, from the same committee, to whom was referred a bill 
to be entitled an act respecting the competency of witnesses in certain 
cases, reported a substitute in lieu of the original bill, and recommended 
its passage. 

The substitute was adopted and the bill placed among the orders of 
the day. 

Mr McClung from the same committee to whom was referred a bill 
to be entitled an act to abolish the salaries of the Solicitors of this state, 
reported that it would be inexedient to pass said bill. 

Mr Frazier moved to amend by striking out all after the enacting 
clause and inserting “ That solicitors hereafter elected shall receive, as 
their annual salary, one hundred dollars per annum, and the perquisites 
of office, and no more.” 

A division of the question being called, it was first taken on striking 
out and lost.

That the bill, the title of which leaves the subject of legislation entirely in 
the dark, simply proposes a repeal of the act of January 1842, entitled an “ act 
to prevent the sacrifices” of real estate, commonly called the redemption law. 
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If this law, in its practical operations, did in truth prevent the sacrifice of 
real estate, there might be some question as to the propriety of its repeal. Even 
then, however, the policy of interfering between debtor and creditor would ap¬ 
pear to be questionable. It is a plain proposition in morals, that every man 
should be comp lied to perfonn his contracts, and that all his property, of every 
description, should be liable, under the law, to the payment of his debts. The 
disastrous experience, of some of our sister States, where miscalled “ relief laws” 
have been enacted during times of general embarrassment, ought to warn us 
against that kind of legislation which, while it unjustly embarrasses the rights 
of creditors, produces no corresponding good to the debtor himself. 

It is a principle of our fundamental law, that “ no law shall be passed impair¬ 
ing the obligation of contracts.” Our State constitution also provides that “ right 
and justice shall be administered without sale, denial or delay.” Your commit¬ 
tee would ask, is not the redemption law repugnant to both these constitutional 
provisions? Every man has a clear right to have his legal contracts enforced 
by the courts, and all laws which embarrass that right, not only impair the obli¬ 
gation of contracts, but virtually delay if not absolutely deny the proper adminis¬ 
tration of justice. 

But the law in question does not prevent the sacrifice of real estate. 

If an unincumbered title were sold under execution, or by virtue, of a deed of 
trust, lands would generally bring their actual cash value ; whereas, under the 
redemution law, the title is so clogged and embarrassed that it never sells for a 
fair price. No man will buy land at its true value when two years must elapse 
before his title can be perfected. Yet sacrifices are made under the law. Cred¬ 
itors may not be in a condition to purchase. The debtor generally grows less 
able to redeem, and it not unfrequently happens that the time is permitted to ex¬ 
pire and the title perfected, although purchased at one-third its value. Mean¬ 
time no improvements are made during the period of redemption because of the 
uncertainty of the title. 

For these reasons your committee recommend the passage of the bill under 
consideration, with the following amendment:

To the Senate. 

I communicate to the Senate a copy of a letter addressed to me by 
Alexander Vattemore, Esq. who claims to be the founder of the system 
of literary and scientific international exchanges and proposing the adop¬ 
tion of the system by this State. 

I also lay before the General Assembly the document refered to pub¬ 
lished by order of the State of New York, (that by the State of Maine 
has not been received: and a document published in Paris, called “ move¬ 
ments of the International Literary Exchange &c.” according to the re¬ 
quest of Mr Vattemore all of which I submit for such action as may 
seem expedient by the General Assembly.

The bill from the House in relation to the probate of deeds before a 
justice of the peace, was read the second time, and referred to a select 
committee, of Messrs Storrs, Edwards and Judge. 
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The engrossed bill to amend an act for the collection of moneys due 
the State, and for other purposes passed 16th December, 1820, was read 
the third time, and passed. 

The engrossed bill to repeal an act therein named, was read the third 
time and passed—Yeas, 17—Nays 15.

FRIDAY, January 28, 1848. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr Meriwether, from the committee on Agriculture, to whom was re¬ 
ferred the annual report of John W. Portis, agent for the Salt Reserve 
lands to the Governor, reported a bill to provide for the leasing or rent¬ 
ing of Salt Reserve lands, and to preserve the timber thereon, and re¬ 
commended its passage.

Mr Peters, from the same committee, to whom was referred a bill to 
divorce Martha Nowlen from her husband Calvin Nowlen, reported the 
same back, without amendment, and recommended its passage. 

The bill was placed among the orders of the day. 

Mr Storrs, from the committee on the Judiciary, to whom was referred 
a bill to abolish the Chancery Courts in this State, reported 

That they deem it bad policy to have frequent legislation upon the 
same subject matter. 

The committee find that the inhabitants of this State, from their first 
organization under a territorial government down to the year eighteen 
hundred and thirty-nine, were struggling under the great embarrass¬ 
ments of a commingled jurisdiction of law and equity in the same court; 
and after a fair experiment, during a long series of years, were brought 
to see and know the necessity of establishing a Court of separate Chan¬ 
cery jurisdiction. 

The objections urged against this Court, as it now exists, may be ob¬ 
viated, by amendment of the laws— by having two terms of the Court in 
each year— but by abolishing the Court, it is believed, greater evils will 
ensue. If, as is contended by many, that Chancery Courts are an evil, 
is believed the present system presents the lesser. By reference to our 
sister States, we find some of the original thirteen— with the benefit of 
more than sixty years experience— now adopting the separate Chancery 
Court system. In every respect in which the question is presented, the 
committee have arrived at the same conclusion, and require me to say 
that they deem it wholly, inexpedient to pass this bill. 

On motion of Mr Martin, the report and bill were, for the present, laid 
upon the table. 

Mr Oliver, from the select committee, to whom was referred the “Me¬ 
morial of the National Medical Convention,” held in Philadelphia, in 
May, 1847, the object of which is to recommend to the Government of 
the several States of the Union the adoption of measures for a general 
registration of the births, marriages and deaths which may occur within 
their respective borders, reported that it would be inexpedient, at this 
time to legislate upon the subject. 

The report was concurred in. 

On motion of Mr Frazier. 

Resolved, by the Senate and House of Representative of the State 
of Alabama, That the Joint Committee of the two Houses, charged with 
the examination of the offices of Comptroller and Treasurer, be authori¬ 
zed to cause to be stated and posted in a proper book the accounts of the 
taxes, slave fund, licenses, supplemental assessments and allowances, for 
the years 1842, 43, 44, 45 and 46, from the original tax books ; so as to 
present the true state of the accounts in relation to the said taxes, &c. for 
O* 
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said years, in the form of a posted ledger ; and that said joint committee 
be authorized to employ a clerk for that purpose: Provided, the ex¬ 
pense thereof shall not exceed fifty dollars. 

Mr Martin introduced a bill in relation to taking testimony in Chan¬ 
cery, and providing the same may be taken orally before the Court, in 
the same manner that testimony is taken in the Circuit Courts; which 
was read, and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Scott introduced a bill to incorporate the Union Springs Branch 
Rail Road Company ; which was read, and ordered to a second leading. 

Mr Coggin introduced a bill to change the time of holding the Circuit 
Courts of the counties of Marion and Fayette, and to attach Marion 
county to the Fourth Judicial Circuit; which was read, and ordered to a 
second reading. 

Mr Dent offered the following resolution, which was, on his motion, 
postponed until Monday next. 

Resolved by the Senate, That the Senate will refuse to act on any 
bill or resolution that may originate in the House of Representatives, 
until the House of Representatives shall act on the bills and resolutions 
that have passed the Senate and been reported to that House. 

Mr Stewart introduced a bill to regulate the Pilotage of the Bay and 
Harbor of Mobile, and for other purposes ; which was read, and order¬ 
ed to a second reading.

SIR : In answer to the resolution of the Senate, requesting me to in¬ 
form that body “whether any correspondence, and if any, what has been 
had between the Governor of this State and the State of Georgia, in re¬ 
spect to an alleged claim by the latter State of jurisdiction over the soil 
on the west side of the Chattahoochie river to high water mark, where 
that river is understood to be the boundary line between the two States;”

Mr Judge introduced a bill to add “south half of section 31, township 
18, range 22,” to Montgomery county, which was read and ordered to 
a second reading. 

On motion of Mr Kelly, the bill to incorporate the Florence and Pu¬ 
laski Turnpike Company, was taken from the table. 

Mr Kelly moved to strike out “ fifty,” where it occurs as the length of 
time for which the charter is granted, and insert in lieu thereof, “ twenty,” 
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which was carried, and the bill was then ordered to be engrossed for a 
third reading 

Mr Edwards offered joint resolutions respecting defaulters to the State, 
which was read and adopted. 

Mr Edwards asked and obtained leave of absence for the Senators 
from Blount and Marshall. 

Mr Creagh introduced a bill for the support of Paupers in the county 
of Clarke, which was read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr Stewart offered the following resolution, which was made the spe¬ 
cial order for to-morrow at 12 o'clock. 

Resolved, That, inasmuch as it is manifest that there is a great defi¬ 
ciency and a want felt for a sufficient and proper circulating medium to 
carry on the necessary business trade and commerce of this State, by 
which our citizens are compelled to use and circulate the bills of Banks 
of other States, which yield us no revenue, and over which we can 
exercise no control; that it is our duty to remedy the evil so far as prac¬ 
ticable and therefore expedient to charter a Stock Bank at the present 
session of the General Assembly, confonning to, the provisions of the 
Constitution. 

Mr Storrs introduced a bill for the more certain payment of costs, 
which was read and ordered to a second reading. 

The hour of eleven having arrived, the special order for that hour, the 
bill to authorise the appropriation of a certain sum of money for the pay¬ 
ment of the members and officers of the present General Assembly, was 
read the third time and passed. 

The engrossed bill to authorize certain, persons therein named to es¬ 
tablish a Toll Bridge or Ferry across, the Little Tallapoosa River in Ran¬ 
dolph county. 

The engrossed bill to change in part the Military Law in this State, and 

The engrossed bill to reduce the fees of County Surveyors ; were sev¬ 
erally read the third time and passed. 

The bill to provide for the leasing or renting of the Salt reserved lands, 
and to preserve the timber thereon. 

The bill in relation to taking testimony in Chancery, and providing the 
same may be taken orally before the Court in the same manner that tes¬ 
timony is taken in the Circuit Court. 

The bill to incorporate the Union Springs Branch Rail Road Company 

The bill to regulate the Pilotage of the Bay and Harbour of Mobile, 
and for other purposes. 

The bill to amend an act to charter the Montgomery and West Point 
Rail Road Company, and 

The bill to incorporate the Grand and Subordinate division of the 
Order of the Sons of Temperance of the State of Alabama. 

Were severally read the second time, and referred to the committee on 
the Judiciary. 

The bill to change the time of holding the Circuit Courts of the coun¬ 
ties of Marion and Fayette, and to attach Marion county to the 4th 
Judicial Circuit, was laid upon the table. 
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Mr Beckett (by leave) offerred the following resolution ; 

Resolved, That it is contrary to the true policy and best interests of the State, 
to charter, at the present session of the Legislature, any banking institution, 
with the usual exclusive monopolies of such institutions ; and that all the antici¬ 
pated advantages of such institutions are over balanced by their great and mani¬ 
fest evils. 

The resolution was postponed until to-morrow at 12 o'clock, and made the 
special order for that hour. 

The House bill to regulate the presentments of Grand Juries for misdemean¬ 
ors. 

The House bill to repeal in part and alter and amend an act therein named, 
and 

The House bill to incorporate the LaFayette Branch Rail Road Company, 

Were severally read the third time and passed. 

The House bill to divorce Martha Nowlen from her husband. Calvin Nowlen, 
was read the third time and passed— yeas 24 ; nays 4.

The bill from the House for the relief of R W Coltart and W Wilson of 
Madison county, was read the third time and passed. 

The bill concerning the estate of Ausel Sawyer deceased, was laid on the 
table. 

The bill to be entitled an act for the improvement of the Tennessee River 
was taken up and 

Mr Frazier moved to amend the second section by striking out “five” where 
it first occurs, and insert in lieu thereof “two also in the same section strike 
out “ five” and insert “three.” 

The amendments were adopted. 

Mr Frazier moved to amend further by striking out all the third section after 
the word ‘company’ in the 9th line, and insert in lieu thereof the following: 

The fair and just value of the said work or improvement, and the State of 
Alabama, or the Government of the United States, shall have the right and 
privilege in like manner of taking the said work or improvements at any time 
after said period upon giving the company two years notice of their intention to 
do so.’ 

The amendment was adopted. 

Mr Frazier also moved to amend as follows: 

Strike out of the proviso in the fifth section the words, “ in their present state 
of navigation, and insert after the word ‘act’ in the proviso, the following: 
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‘Nor required to render any manifest, or be hindered or delayed in any man¬ 
ner by any rules, regulations or by-laws of said company or corporation. 

Which was adopted. 

Mr Creagh moved to postpone the bill indefinitely, 

Which motion was lost— yeas 10 ; nays 18. 

YEAS— messrs President, Cocke, Coggin, Creagh, Dent, Judge, Kelly, Meri¬ 
wether, Nabors and Scott. 

NAYS— messrs Abercrombie. Beckett, Buford, Frazier, Garland, Garrett, 
Gray ; Hutchison ; Manning ; Martin, McAlister ; McClung ; Mitchell, Morrisett; 
Oliver; Peters ; Stewart and Storrs. 

Mr Abercrombie moved to amend by way of proviso as follows ; 

Provided, That nothing in this act shall be so construed as to authorize bank¬ 
ing priviliges, which was adopted. 

Mr Frazier moved to amend by an additional section, as follows : 

And be it further enacted, That the Legislature of this State shall have 
power at all times to alter and amend this act. 

The amendment was adopted and the bill ordered to be engrossed for a third 
reading. 

The joint resolutions for the relief of James G Evans, were ordered to be en¬ 
grossed for a third reading. 

The bill to be entitled an act to amend the laws now in force respecting the 
taking of the testimony of witnesses by commission, was ordered to be engrossed 
for a third reading. 

The bill to authorize the collection of the balance of the two percent, fund 
due to the State of Alabama and for other purposes, was read the second time 
and referred to the committee on the Judiciary. 

The bill from the House for the relief of James Clepper, sheriff of Autauga 
county, was read and ordered to a third reading. 

And the Senate adourned until to-morrow morning ten o'clock. 


TUESDAY, February 1, 1848. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr Buford presented the petition of Frank Allstack, which was referred to the 
committee on propositions and grievances. 

Mr Abercrombie presented the petition of sundry citizens of Russell county 
in relation to the county site of said county, which was referred to a select com¬ 
mittee composed of messrs Abercrombie, Scott and Gray. 

Mr Buford presented the account of Elias g Hodges, which was referred to 
the committee on Accounts and Claims. 

Mr Manning, from the committee on the Judiciary, to whom was referred the 
bill authorizing the appointment of a reporter of the decisions of the Supreme 
Court, reported a substitute in lieu of the original bill and recommended its 
passage. 

The substitute was adopted and placed among the orders of the day. 

Mr Meriwether, from the committee on Sixteenth Sections, to whom was re¬ 
ferred. 

A bill to repeal in part and amend an act to fix the rate of interest to be paid 
by the State Bank and its reveral branches, on the 16th section school fund de¬ 
posited with them, approved January 8, 1840, reported that as the committee 
have already reported a bill embracing the subject embraced in this bill, that it 
would be inexpedient to pass it. 
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On motion of Mr Frazier, the report and bill were laid upon the table. 

A message from his Excellency the Governor by his Private Secretary Mr 
Fitzpatrick. 

Mr President— 

His Excellency the Governor, on the 27th inst., approved and signed a bill to 
be entitled 

An act further regulating days of grace on commercial obligations, which 
originated in the Senate. 

Mr Edwards, from the committee on Sixteenth Sections, made the following 
Report: 

The committee on sixteenth sections have had under consideration the follow¬ 
ing resolution of the Senate : 

“ Resolved, That the committee on sixteenth sections, be instructed to in¬ 
quire into the condition of the Sixteenth Section Fund and what further leg¬ 
islation is necessary for its safety and security. Also that said committee espe¬ 
cially inquire respecting the amount and condition of that portion of the proceeds 
of the sold 16th sections which has not yet been collected, and what reasons are 
proper for its collection and safe management, and that said committee report by 
bill or otherwise,” and instruct me now to report : 

For the purpose of aiding them in investigating the matters embraced by the 
resolution they have examined such of the books, accounts and statements made 
out under the direction of the commissioner's and trustees as they have been able 
to find, and have also addressed various interrogatories to the several assistant 
commissioners at the State Bank and its branches, to most of which replies have 
been received. The infonnation thus obtained as well as that derived from 
other sources they herein condense for the use of the Senate. 

In answer to the question— how much of the proceeds of the sold 16th sec¬ 
tions has been collected, and paid into the State ha nk and each of the branches, 
we are infonned the amount paid into the State Bank 

at Tuscaloosa is $325,286 00 

The interest subject to the check of the Commission¬ 
ers of the several Townships was on the 1st De¬

In reply to the interrogatory—what disposition has been made of the money 
paid into Bank, and what is its condition now, we are told by the Assistant Com¬ 
missioners at Decatur that that Branch has loaned it out indiscriminately with 
other funds and the amount now forms a part of the good, bad and doubtful debts 
due the State. 

The assistant at Huntsville says, it stands in the Branch to the credit of the 
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different 16th sections, called principal or capital no part of which has been 
drawn out of Bank, and upon which the Bank pays interest quarterly. 

The assistant at Montgomery states, that at that Branch the amount so paid 
in stands to the credit of the several townships, and is a charge against the gen¬ 
eral assets of the Bank. 

And from all the committee can leam they understand that the fund paid into 
the Mobile Bank is in the same condition as that at Montgomery. 

The assistant at Tuscaloosa in reply to the interrogatory in reference to that 
Bank states, that when a purchaser pays a note at the Bank, the amount is cred¬ 
ited to the proper township, so as to shew the principal and interest separately 
and the money is put with the common funds of the Bank, as in case of the pay¬ 
ment of any other debt, and is used in like manner, in the common business of 
the Bank without discrimination. 

In respect to the question — how much of the 16th Section Fund has been col¬ 
lected by attorneys, marshals and other officers and agents of the Bank, by sher¬ 
iffs, coroners or clerks, which has not yet been paid into Bank, and the names of 
the defauters ; the infonnation derived from the replies to these interrogatories, 
is vague and unsatisfactory, not have the committee been able to find any source 
of information, more definite or reliable. 

The assistant at Mobile gives no information on the subject whatever. 

The assistants at Huntsville and Decatur are “ not aware of any instance of 
this sort.” 

The assistant at Tuscaloosa mentions one instance only where certain attor¬ 
neys living in Perry county have collected $2313 11 besides interest on the 16th 
section notes, which they have failed to pay over. 

In reply to this interrogatory we leam, that at the Montgomery Branch, the 
collection of the 16th section notes has been attended with great difficulty to the 
Bank. Suits have been brought in the counties where the parties reside, and 
many of the notes are for very small sums, and are deposited by remote counties, 

It was the custom of the Bank, until within the two last years to give all the 
16th section notes to the Bank attorney, residing here for collection. It fre¬ 
quently occurs that persons apply for certificates of payment to procure patents 
when the notes have not been paid in Bank. In some instances the parties so 
applying have produced the notes. On making application to the attorney here, 
the reply generally is, that the notes have been placed in the hands of some al- 
torney residing near the residence of the parties, and that information of collec¬ 
tions has not been given. We cannot say what amount has been collected by 
attornys, agents or sheriffs, though no doubt collections have been made, which 
have not been paid into Bank. To obtain the infonnation necessary to enable 
him to call upon the attorneys for a settlement of the 16th section notes in their 
hands, the assistant caused to be made out, during the last fall, lists for each coun¬ 
ty, of all the notes, and forwarded them to the special attorneys, with the request 
that they would examine the dockets of their counties, and inform him if any of 
the notes had been collected— when and by whom. The returns on these lists 
have not yet been received. 

The assistant commissioners being asked what is the gross amount of the 16th 
section notes, yet uncollected, and what portion are in suit, the committee re¬ 
ceive for answer as follows, viz: 

At the State Bank at Tuscaloosa remains uncol¬ 
lected the sums of $195,520 78

Some of these notes have been extended under the operations of the laws 
heretofore passed on this subject, but much the greater part have been long due. 
Besides the uncollected notes which have been deposited in the ha nk and its 
branches as is above stated the committee have learned that some of the school 
commissioners of the townships for prudential reasons yet retain in their own 
hands the notes taken on the sales of such of the 16th sections as have been re¬ 
cently sold. 

Of the aggregate amount of these life committee cannot get precise informa¬ 
tion but conjecture that they must amount to not less than 15,000 dollars. 

The amounts of 16th section notes collected by the ha nk and each of its bran¬ 
ches should be increased, and the amounts of such notes in suit to the same extent 
diminished, by the sums which have been collected by attorneys, and others, 
and not paid into bank, less the interest so collected. 

To the interrogatory what portion of these notes has been reduced to judg¬ 
ments, the committee have received no reply conveying any infonnation. 

The list of the 16th section notes made out by the officers of the State bank, 
and returned by the bank commissioners, shews what 16th section notes remain¬ 
ed unpaid at that bank on the 1st December 1847, from each county, the names 
of the principals, dates of the notes, when due, amounts, and whether in suit or 
in bank. 

A similar statement marked D has been made out by the assistant at the branch 
bank at Decatur, and submitted by the commissioners. 

The statement, of the Common School Fund, so far as relates to the 
Branch Bank at Montgomery, contains a statement of the principal, the 
notes unpaid, and the amount paid and unpaid, which came from each 
county. 

To these the committee refer for a more detailed and particular state¬ 
ment of the matters to which they refer. 

The investigations of the committee have led them to the conclusion 
that further legislation is necessary for the management and safety of 
the Sixteenth Section fund. Heretofore, by law, the State Bank and its 
Branches have been authorized to receive the notes given to secure the 
proceeds of the sales of the sixteenth sections,— have extended or collect¬ 
ed them, made use of the money, and paid out the interest. The fixed 
policy of the State seems now to be to wind up these institutions, and 
to dispense with their services and agency. This consummation we are 
rapidly approaching, and when it is attained, the present laws regu¬ 
lating the mode of managing the fund will not suit the new order of 
things. 
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While the committee do not differ respecting the necessity of imme¬ 
diate legislation on the subject, nor about the propriety of preserving the 
fund undiminished for future generations, there is some difference of 
opinion as to what that legislation shall be, and the effect and expedien¬ 
cy of the measures to be adopted for that purpose. The majority are of 
opinion that it is best that the State should receive the money yet to be 
collected— retain that already collected— should fund the debt, by issuing 
certificates of stock, and pay the interest to the several townships. The 
minority think that the safety of the fund requires that the State should 
at once get rid of as much as is possible and right of legislation on this 
subject, and of the payment of interest on the fund ; that we should turn 
it over to the management of suitable persons in each county, by trans¬ 
ferring to them the uncollected Sixteenth Section notes, and enough of 
the notes and available assets of the Bank and Branches, to equal the 
amounts which have been collected. 

The views of the majority and minority of the committee are embo¬ 
died in the bills presented. 

The committee discover that no inconsiderable portions of money and 
notes belonging to the Sixteenth Section fund have been received by va¬ 
rious persons, and remain unaccounted for. They deem it highly im¬ 
portant that no more time should be lost in bringing these persons to 
settlement. For this purpose, they have instructed me to report the bill 
to be entitled “ an act, requiring the several assistant Bank Commission¬ 
ers to call certain officers and others to a settlement and liquidation of 
their liabilities,” which accompanies this report. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

A bill to prevent the further sales of 16th sections in this State, reported that 
it would be inexpedient to pass the bill. 

The bill and report were laid upon the table. 

Mr Beckett, from the committee on Sixteenth Sections, to whom was referred 
a petition and counter petition from citizens of Lawrence county in regard to the 
16th section therein named, reported it inexpedient to legislate upon the subject. 

The report was concurred in. 

Mr Peters, from the select committee to whom was referred 
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A bill to furnish means for the improvement of the navigation of Sipsey 
Branch of the Black Warrior River in the county of Walker, reported a substi¬ 
tute in lieu of the original bill and recommended its passage. 

Mr Mitchell moved to strike out all of the substitute with the exception of that 
portion which relates to the location of the land. 

Mr Davis moved to postpone the further consideration of the subject until the 
15 th inst 

Which motion was lost. 

Then on motion of Mr Martin the further consideration of the bill and substi¬ 
tute was postponed until Saturday next and made the special order for that day. 

Mr Morrisett, from the committee on Propositions and Grievances, to whom 
was referred the petition of Richard Forsey, reported a bill in conformity with 
the prayer of the petition and recommended its passage, 

The bill was read and ordered to a second reading. 

Mr President (Mr Davis in the Chair) moved to take up the following message 
from the House of Representatives, 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. President— 

The House of Representatives has adopted the following resolution, in which 
they ask the concurrence of the Senate. 

Resolved, That with the concurrence of the Senate the two Houses will as¬ 
semble in the Hall of the House on Thursday next at 12 o’clock m. for the pur¬ 
pose of electing a judge of the county court of Choctaw county. 

The senate refused to concur in the resolution. 

Mr Garrett offered a joint memorial to the Congress of the United States on 
the subject of the preemption laws, which was read and adopted. 

Mr Stewart offered a joint memorial to the Congress of the United States in 
regard to a Railway communication between the southern part of this State and 
the interior of the West, which was on motion of Mr Abercrombie laid upon the 
table. 

The Senate then proceeded to the orders of the day. 

The bill to incorporate the Alabama Manufacturing Company. 

The bill to amend the laws in relation to the Town of Demopolis, Ma¬ 
rengo county. 

The bill to change the lines in part which forms the 18th and 92d Reg¬ 
iment in the county of Tuscaloosa. 

The bill to add the South half of section 31, township 18 Range 22, to 
Montgomery county and 

The bill for the support of Paupers in the county of Clarke, were sev¬ 
erally read the second time and ordered to be engrossed for a 3d read¬ 
ing. 

The bill to amend an act to incorporate the subscribers to the Alabama, 

Florida & Georgia Rail Road Company, approved December 12th 1834, 
was read the 2nd time and referred to the committee on Internal Im¬ 
provement and Inland Navigation. 

The bill for the more certain payment of costs was read the 2d time 
and referred to the committee on the Judiciary. 

The bill for the relief of Mary Peebles, of the county of Covington, 
was read the 2d time and ordered to be engrossed for a 3d reading. 

The House bill for the relief of James Clipper, Sheriff of Autauga coun- 
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ty was read the 2d time and ordered to a 3d reading on to-morrow. 

The engrossed bill to amend the laws now in force respecting the ta¬ 
king of the testimony of witnesses by commission, was read the 3d time, 
and 

Mr Martin moved the indefinite postponement thereof. 

The hour of 12 having arrived the special order for that hour, it being 
the resolution offered by Mr Stewart on yesterday in relation to the 
Charter of a Stock Bank at the present session of the General Assembly, 
was taken up. 

Question pending on the adoption of the substitute offered by Mr Beck¬ 
ett, and after some discussion had thereon, the subject was suspended 
for the present. 

Message from the House of Representatives, by Mr Clitherall. 

Mr President— The House of Representatives concurs in the resolu¬ 
tion, of the Senate, proposing to appoint a joint committee of five on the 
part of each House, to examine into the matters of the Montgomery and 
West Point Rail Road Company, aad have appointed Messrs. Jemison, 
Hamilton of Mobile, Scott, Jenkins and Fleming, said committee on the 
part of the House. 

Mr Judge offered the following resolution which was adopted, 

Resolved, That when the Senate adjourns on Friday next, it will stand 
adjourned until Monday next, thereafter at 10 o'clock A M. 

And then the Senate adjourned until to-morrow morning, at 10 o'clock. 


WEDNESDAY, February 2, 1848. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr Kelly presented the account of H. W. Farley, which was referred 
to the committee on Accounts and Claims. 

Mr McClung from the committee on the Judiciary, made the follow¬ 
ing report. 

The Judiciary Committee to whom was referred “ Resolutions Num¬ 
ber One, proposing certain amendments to the Constitution of the State 
of Alabama,” have had the same under consideration and have instruct¬ 
ed me to report as follows : 

One of the objects of the resolution was to correct certain mistakes 
which were supposed to exist in the last amendments to the Constitution 
in relation to Biennial Sessions of the Legislature, and in relation to the 
election of Comptroller and Treasurer. 

If the contemplated amendments on these subjects were actually 
passed by the General Assembly, approved by the people, and finally 
ratified according to the requirements of the Constitution, then the a- 
mendments now proposed, being, already parts of the Constitution need 
not again be acted on. 

The provisions of the Constitution on the subject of amendments, re¬ 
quires that proposed amendments may be submitted to the people, when 
deemed necessary by two-thirds of each House— if approved by a ma¬ 
jority, of the people voting for Representatives at the next election, and 
at the next session of the General Assdmbly the same shall be ratified 
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by two thirds of each House, voting by yeas and nays, they shall be “to 
all intents and purposes parts of the Constitution,” having been read on 
three several days in each House. 

What were the amendments proposed and how acted on? By refer¬ 
ence to the Journals of the General Assembly it is ascertained that the 
Resolutions proposing the changes in question were passed according to 
the requirements of the Constitution. They are authenticated by the ap¬ 
proval of the Governor, though this seems to have been unnecessary.— 

They are found enrolled in the office of the Secretary of State, and are 
published among the acts as required by law, and if they have been rati¬ 
fied by the votes of the people, and finally by the General Assembly, 
they are parts and parcel of the Constitution, and have substantially ef¬ 
fected the object in view— a change from Annual to Biennial Sessions of 
the General Assembly. 

Thus far every thing seems regular. The committee in further exam¬ 
ining the subject, find that the Resolutions were approved by a majority 
of the people voting for Representatives, and the only remaining ques¬ 
tion, is, were they ratified by the General Assembly? 

So far we have the usual evidence afforded by the act of enrollment, 
all the changes necessary to achieve the object were made, and are to 
be found among the archives of the Secretary of State. 

There is no provision in this Constitution for any change or amendment of the 
resolutions, either before the people, or before the General Assembly in their 
final act of ratified. They are, as may be seen by reference to the Consti¬ 
tution, when ratified, to be “the same amendments.” No change could be made, 
or they would not be “the same.” Then what was necessary to be done in the 
final act of ratification ? Simply to refer to them by proper words of indentifica- 
tion. It was not necessary to copy them. They could not be altered, and a 
simple resolution declaring that the original resolutions should be adopted, if 
passed by the requisite majority, and as prescribed by the Constitution, fully con¬ 
summated the change. 

Now it does not appear by the Journals or otherwise, that any alteration or 
amendments to the resolutions as they originally passed, ever was made by the 
General Assembly who ratified them. The resolution of ratification recites that 
“whereas the General Assembly of this State at the last session of the same 
duly submitted to the people of the said State proposed amendments to the Con¬ 
stitution of the said State ; and whereas the people of this State, in the manner 
and form as provided by the Constitution of this State, have accepted the said 
amendments, which are in the words and figures following.” 

Next follows what is intended to be a literal copy of the original resolutions, 
and in this intended copy, some verbal inaccuracies are found. Does this vitiate 
the whole, or at all affect it so as to frustrate the will of the people as expressed 
by themselves and by their representatives. 

The objects of that part of the Constitution prescribing the mode by which 
amendments are to be made, are emphatically remedial and therefore, according 
to a well known princip e of construction, such intended amendments must be 
liberally, and not literally expounded. 

Another rule of construction authorizes us to look at the context and preamble 
to see what really was intended. The preamble refers to the amendments as 
having been passed “in the words and figures following.” Looking, then to 
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these resolutions as enrolled, we find that though the ratifying Legislature in¬ 
tended to re-pass and ratify them literally, as they had been acted on by their 
predecessors and by the people, inaccuracies have supervened. But the inten¬ 
tion is manifest, and your committee have unanimously come to the conclusion, 
that the amendments as originally prepared and enrolled, are parts of the Con- 
sitution. 

But the resolutions under consideration propose another change in the Con¬ 
stitution of great importance. Senators are now elected for the tenn of four 
years. By the ninth section of the Constitution, it is provided that the General 
Assembly shall, “ in the year of eighteen hundred and twenty-six, and every six 
years thereafter, cause an enumeration to be made of all the inhabitants of the 
State.” By the tenth section it is provided, that “ the General Assembly shall 
at the first session after making every such enumeration, fix by law the whole 
number of Senators, and shall divide the State into the same number of districts 
as nearly equal in the number of white inhabitants as may be.” 

The past history of the State proves that difficulties will, always arise on the 
recurrence of every question of apportionment; Senators having been elected 
for four years, will insist that they have a right to seats for that length of time 
notwithstanding the geographical limits of their districts may have been changed 
and enlarged. Heretofore, although the Constitution requires that the Senato¬ 
rial Districts shall be as nearly equal as may be in the number of white inhabi¬ 
tants, this requirement has been lost sight of and disregarded in the desire of 
Senators to keep their districts unchanged. Instances even have occurred 
where a district has been formed of two counties, each having a greater number 
of white inhabitants than another district consisting of but one county. This 
has arisen from what seemed to some Senators the paramount object of the Con- 
sitution, to enable them to serve out the full time for which they were chosen. 

On another occasion, and for the same purpose, one county was added to a 
Senatorial District, and actually represented by a Senator who had been elected 
before the change, and claimed a residue of a unexpired term. To remedy 
these evils and inconveniences and to prevent their recurrence in future, your 
committee propose the amendments to the resolutions under consideration, here¬ 
with presented, and recommend their adoption. 

Mr Martin moved to lay the report and amendments upon the table, 
and print thirty-three copies of each, for the use of the Senate. 

Mr Stewart moved to print three hundred copies of the report and 
amendment. 

A division of the question being called, it was first taken on laying 
the report and amendments upon the table ; which motion prevailed. 

The question then recurred upon the motion to print three hundred 
copies of said report and amendments and was lost. 

Thirty three copies of the report and amendments were then ordered 
to be printed for the use of the Senate.

Resolved, That, with the concurrence of the Senate, the two Houses 
will assemble in the Hall of the House of Representatives on Wednes¬ 
day, (this day) at 12 o’clock M, for the purpose of electing a Judge of 
the County Court of Marion county. 

The House of Representative has adopted a substitute to the joint re¬ 
solutions from the Senate respecting defaulters to the State, and have 
adopted the joint resolutions, as amended. 

The House has originated and passed a bill to legalize the marriage 
of certain persons therein named. 

In which the concurrence of the Senate is requested. 

Mr President laid before the Senate a memorial in relation to the in¬ 
sane of the State of Tennessee ; which was referred to a select commit¬ 
tee, composed of Messrs Beckett, Stewart and Meriwether. 

Mr President, also laid before the Senate an account current (received 
from the assistant commissioner of the State Bank at Tuskaloosa) of the 
transactions of the Trustees of the University with the Bank of the State 
of Alabama. 

Mr McClung moved to refer said account to the committee on Educa¬ 
tion. 

Mr Frazier moved to lay it upon the table. 

Mr Davis moved the printing of thirty-three copies thereof, for the use 
of the Senate. 

A division of the question being called, it was first taken on laying the 
document on the table ; which was lost. 

Question then recurred upon the motion to refer ; which was sustained. 

Mr McClung from the committee on the Judiciary, to whom was re¬ 
ferred a bill to incorporate the grand and subordinate divisions of the 
Sons of Temperance of the State of Alabama, reported the bill back 
without amendment and recommended its passage. 

The bill was placed among the orders. 

Mr McClung from the same committee to whom was referred a bill 
from the House, amendatory of the laws on the subject of Divorce, re¬ 
ported that it would be inexpedient to pass said bill. 

The report was concurred in.

To see at any time a man cut 
off in the prime and meridian of life, and while he yet expects to enjoy all the 
fair prospects before him is calculated to excite our sympathies in a most 
serious manner. How much more then is it calculated to do so, when one 
of our own number is so unexpectedly taken from amongst us. A few 
weeks since my colleague left his little family in the enjoyment of health, 
to discharge the responsible duties which our constituents had entrusted 
to our care ; a week since he was active amongst us—to that fond fami¬ 
ly he shall return no more—he is now with the silent dead and has left 
a wife and two little children to the cold friendship of the world. My

colleague was a man of open heart and hands what little he had he was 
ever ready to divide with those in want. Too little sir did he regard 
self, his heart was full of all kindness for his fellows, and he knew man¬ 
kind as his brothers, he left no enemy behind. Well shall it be for us 
when we too shall come to die, that we like him can have it said we 
cherished unkindness and enmity to none, and when we shall come to 
render an account of our conduct here, of all mankind we shall have 
none to accuse us. When upon a fonner occasion, you sir, performed 
this melancholy duty to one of your colleagus, I hoped such a duty might 
be spared me. Providence has willed it otherwise, and I feel unable to 
say what I would wish to speak upon this sad occasion. I move you 
sir, the following Resolutions: 

Resolved, That the Senate has heard with deep regret, the death of 
the Hon. P. S. Glover, a member of this Legislature from Sumter county.

FRIDAY, February 18, 1848. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr Beckett presented the account of B. F. Roper, which was referred 
to the committee on Accounts and Claims. 

Mr Kelly from the committee on Roads, Bridges and Ferries, to whom 
was referred. 

A bill to incorporate the Tallapoosa Bridge Company, reported the 
same back without amendment and recommended its passage. 

The bill was placed among the orders of the day. 

Mr Martin from the committee on Federal Relations, made the follow¬ 
ing Report. 

The committee on Federal Relations to whom was referred the pream- 
able and resolutions, passed by the Legislature of Rhode Island and Prov¬ 
idence Plantations, have had the same under consideration and by way 
of response to the same, have instructed me to report as follows : 

That the State of Alabama finds no good reason, to recede from the 
firm and decided position which she has heretofore maintained or the o- 
pinion she has constantly expressed in relation to the policy of the Na¬ 
tional Government, for the protection of the capital and labor employed 
in domestic manufactories. 

That the Tariff of 1842, was conceived, adjusted and perfected, with 
a view to such protection, without regard to a just and fair considera¬ 
tion of the commercial policy of the United States; the powers delega¬ 
ted to Congress by the Constitution of the American Union; and the 
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rights of the agricultural classes, of not only the citizens of Alabama, but 
of others in the United States. That its repeal was called for by the 
enlightened spirit of the age, the demands of the federal constitution, the 
rights of the agricultural classes, and that it was effected by the wisdom 
of Congress in the act of 1846. 

That it is manifestly the duty not only of Alabama, but of every State 
in the Union, to sustain the general Government, in every , exigency 
which may arise in the efforts of the federal authorities to preserve the 
national honor, protect our commerce, defend our territory, or maintain 
the rights of our citizens And that in imposing burthens and collecting 
taxes, it is the duty of Congress to consult the general welfare of the U- 
nion, without reference to or favoritism for the particular interest of 
any State, or section of our common country. 

The decision of the country exploding the system that connected the 
revenue with Banking Institutions, and seperated the funds, raised for 
the support of the Government, was founded on the soundest political 
reasoning and most just policy of the national Government, and that 
its reversal by Congress would be productive of the utmost discard, not 
only in the counsels of the nation, but in the peace, harmony, and good 
feelings of the people at large, and that any attempt at such reversal 
should at once be met and repudiated. 

In relation to the war which Mexico waged, and which the United 
States is now so triumphantly prosecuting, indemnity for the past and 
security for the future, should be claimed and enforced as an act of na¬ 
tional honor and justice, that should it become necessary to receive or 
take from Mexico any part of its Territory for such indemnity, it 
should be attached to the United States for the common use and benefit 
of the people of this country, untrammeled and inconnected without any 
condition or restriction repugnant to the constitution of the federal U- 
nion, the institution of slavery in the South, or the social or political in¬ 
terest of any portion of the Republic. 

W. B. MARTIN, Chairman. 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the State 
of Alabama in General Assembly convened, That the Governor of this 
State, be requested to forward the foregoing response to the Governor of 
the State of Rhode Island and Providence Plantations to the Executives 
of the several States in the Union, and to each of our Senators and Rep¬ 
resentatives in Congress. 

The report and resolutions were laid upon the table. 

Mr Martin from the same committee to whom was referred resolutions 
to Slavery, and the war with Mexico, from the State of Alabama, re¬ 
ported. 

The State of Alabama deem it proper to respond in a respectful man¬ 
ner to the preamble and resolutions of the State of Vermont. In thus 
responding, Alabama as a sovreign State of the American Union, form¬ 
ed its opinion on the subject of Slavery at the adoption of the Constitution, 
and the admission of the State into the Union. 

This opinion has never been changed, nor has any opinion expressed, 
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either by the citizens in their private intercourse, in their popular assem¬ 
blages or general assembly upon the subject of Slavery been changed, 
nor will it be retracted. 

So far as the war with Mexico is concerned, we regard all honorable 
efforts to conclude a speedy peace with that Republic as having been 
made by the President of the United States. 

We regard the war as one of necessity for the protection of the rights 
of American citizens, and which could not be a voided without a faith¬ 
less violation of their rights by the Chief Magistrate of the Nation. 

This question has been settled by Congress in 1846, and whilst Ala¬ 
bama refuses to e fickle upon a subject of so much importance to the 
honor of nations, Vennont may—Therefore. 

Be it Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
State of Alabama, in General Assembly convened, That his Excel¬ 
lency, the Governor of this State send to the Governor of every State in 
this Union, a copy of the foregoing response, as well as to our Senators 
and Representatives in Congress. 

The report and resolution was laid upon the table. 

Mr Creagh from the committee on Accounts and Claims, to whom 
was referred the account of John C. Martin, reported the same back to 
the senate as not being a State charge, and asked to be discharged from 
the further consideration of the same. 

The committee was discharged.

Therefore, Resolved, That it is expedient to incorporate a Company 
at the city of Montgomery, during the present session of the Legislature, 
upon the following plan: 
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The Capitol Stock to be $300,000, with two-fifths in addition reserved 
for the State. 

The stock all to be paid in and deposited with the State ; one half in 
United States stock, and the other in specie, with the privilege of invest¬ 
ing this specie fund also in United States Stock. 

This Company to be created the Fiscal Agent of the State to give 
bond arid security to be approved by the Governor, of $250,000 ; the 
bond to be renewed biennially, and increased by the Governor to the 
extent of the, liabilities of the Company. 

The Company to be furnished by the State with bills to the amount of 
$500,000. 

The specie funds on hand never to be allowed to run below $50,000. 

Quarterly reports to be made to the Governor by the Comptroller, of 
the condition of the Company, and such reports published. 

The Company to be an office of discount and Deposite and to deal 
only in commercial paper, and in the purchase and sale of bona fide Bills 
of Exchange, and not to pay out the paper of any Banks out of the State. 

No bills to be issued by the Company under the denomination of five 
dollars. 

Upon failure to pay specie on demand, the bills so refused payment 
to be protested, and ten per cent damages to accrue thereon, and interest 
at the rate of 12 per cent per annum while the refusal to redeem con¬ 
tinues. 

The State and Bill holders always to be preferred creditors.

Section— Be it further enacted, That the President and Directors of 
the Planters and Merchants Bank shall cause to be made out quarterly, 
a statement of the circulation of the Bank, showing the specie in the 
vault and the amount of circulation they have out; which statement 
shall be under oath of the Cashier, and the Governor of the State shall 
have the same published. 

The amendment was adopted.

It may per¬ 
haps, be said, in opposition to this proposition, that it asks a loan of half 
of the two per cent, fund when the proposed road constitutes only thirty 
miles of the one hundred and sixty which will be required to fonn a per¬ 
fect connexion with the southern portion of the State. To this objection 
it is a sufficient answer, that several roads proceeding from the southern 
???erminus of this contemplated work, and leading to the navigable waters 
of the Mobile bay, are already proposed, and the amount of money ex¬ 
pended under the provisions of this act will confer a benefit upon all, 
which it would be perhaps improper for the Legislature to discriminate, 
or to extend peculiar favors to any one of the several proposed roads. 
Under the provisions of this bill a permanent opposition class will be 
raised, whose labors, after this road is completed, will accomplish the 
others. The construction of this road overcomes the greatest mountain 
difficulties obstructing the intercourse of North and South Alabama. 

It may also be suggested, that the object and effect of the construction 
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of this road will be to produce an easy communication between North 
Alabama and Charleston, by the Georgia Rail Road. That object can 
as well, and perhaps more easily, be obtained by transportation up the 
Tennessee river to Chattanooga, to which point the Western Atlantic Rail 
Road is fast advancing. And the fact that the inhabitants of the Ten¬ 
nessee valley are solicitous for this work, proves that they desire to turn 
to the southern part of Alabama the prouduce which, by the tardiness of 
Alabama, is being rapidly directed in foreign channels.

Mr Storrs introduced a bill to authorize the Treasurer and Comptroller to pur¬ 
chase iron safes, which was read, and the rule being suspended, was read the 
second and third times forthwith and passed. 

Mr Abercrombie from the committee on county boundaries to whom was re¬ 
ferred the House bill to divide the county of Walker and to establish and organ¬ 
ize the counties of Polk and Walker reported the same back with an amendment 
and recommended its passage. 

On motion of Mr Dent the bill was laid upon the table. 

Mr Brindley introduced a bill for the relief of D W Staples and J F Sheffield 
administrators, which was read, and referred to the committee on Propositions 
and Grievances. 

Mr Abercrombie offered a Joint Memorial in relation to the Girard Rail Road 
which was read and adopted. 

The hour of 11 having arrived the Senate proceeded to the consideration of 
the special order for that hour, it being a joint resolution from the House in rela- 
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Mr Buford offered the following substitute in lieu of the original resolution : 

Strike out all after the word “resolved,” and insert the following in lieu there¬ 
of, viz : 

That at the time and long before the war with Mexico began, we had many 
and grave causes of complaint against her, and for which satisfaction was too 
long withheld by that nation. 

2d. Resolved, That these causes of complaint were, sufficient to have justifi¬ 
ed the war had this nation seen fit to declare war on that ground. 

3d. Resolved. That the marching, by the President, of the American, troops 
to the Rio Grand, was not in pursuance of any national declaration of war for 
the redress of those grievances, nor was it done under pretence of avenging 
them, but solely under the pretext of defending the citizens of Texas, and of pro¬ 
tecting the territory acquired by the annexation of that State. 

4th. Resolved, That Congress alone has power to make or declare war ; and 
that though the “President shall take care that the laws he faithfully executed,” 
yet he has no power under the constitution to involve the country in war, by un¬ 
dertaking of his own head, to settle a question of boundary, bona fide, in dispute 
with a foreign State. 

5th. Resolved, That though Texas may rightfully claim to the Rio Grande, 
yet that Mexico always contended, and in good faith believed, that the south¬ 
western boundary of Texas lay considerably cast of that river, while the popu¬ 
lation of the intennediate country were of Mexican origin, language, manners 
and customs, always regarded themselves as part of the Mexican nation ; and 
never claimed or desired the interference or protection of our Executive. 

6th Resolved, That under the circumstances above recited, Congress itself would 
not have been justified in forcibly seizing that disputed territory, without having 
first exhausted every honorable means of acquiring it by practicable negotiation. 

7th. Resolved, That our armed occupation of that disputed territory induced 
hostile resistance on the part of the Mexican authorities, and inasmuch as the 
President was neither bound nor authorized to provoke this result, and inasmuch 
as it must have been anticipated by him, it is fair to conclude that he must have 
desired it; and since no lawful cause existed for that desire, it must have arisen 
from the policy that the administration is now beginning to develope, to wit: 
from the desire to conquer and annex the entire Mexican nation. 

8th. Resolved, That whether the immediate motive to this policy was the phi¬ 
lanthropic aim to advance the cause of civil liberty and of human right, or the 
now partial but still patriotic motive of consolidating and perpetuating our own 
republican institutions, or the pre-eminent desire to signalize by blood and re¬ 
pine, the brief rule of an ordinary man, or the still more dangerous and crimi¬ 
nal intent of indefinitely augmenting the executive patronage and party power, it 
is fruitless now to inquire ; suffice it to know that notwithstanding the paternal 
advice of a Washington—notwithstanding our duty as Chistrians, our benevo¬ 
lence as philanthropists and our instinct as patriots and republicans, all concur 
in warning us to shun the lust of conquest, and in urging us to cultivate peace 
and good will towards all the nations of the earth. Yet we unfortunately find 
ourselves now engaged in all the horrid realities of actual war with a sister Re¬ 
public whose weakness and waywardness we ought longer to have bom with, 
and whom rather, we should have sustained in her fond attempts to imitate our 
example in the difficult experiment of self-government. 

9th. Resolved, That we deeply deplore the existence of the war yet, 
being engaged in hostilities, sound policy requires that peace should not 
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be concluded till we have obtained ample satisfaction for past injuries. 

10th. Resolved, That we disapprove the project of conquering and 
annexing the whole of Mexico; and behave her revolutionary, degraded, 
and motley population would first break down the institution of Slavery, 
and in the end disrupt the Union and destroy, our, republican fonn of 
government. 

11th. Resolved, That, as the best counter project that has as yet been 
proposed, we favor the defensive line policy of Messrs Calhoun and Tay¬ 
lor, two of the wisest men and best patriots in the country. 

12th. Resolved, That, as the only means of adopting that or a better 
policy and of settling the acquisition of territory in a way advantageous 
to Southern institutions, we recommend that all parties, without distinc¬ 
tion, run General Taylor for the Presidency. 

13th. Resolved, That, on account of his singular devotion to the pub¬ 
lic interests—his great prudence, foresight, wisdom and moderation— 
and his unexampled popularity—we have no doubt of General Taylor’s 
triumphant election ; and being elected, we have as little doubt he would 
have the influence and power to settle the acquisition of territory in a 
way just to the South and the whole Union and that, unlike Messrs 
Buchanan and Dallas or other Northern men, he would have the will 
so to settle the line, that Wilmot provision (of it had a chance) would 
be a practical question ; and whether General Taylor, on concluding 
peace, would insist on his defensive line as the national boundary or 
whether, adopting Mr Holmes’ idea, he would only stipulate for our citi¬ 
zens settling to that line ; or whether he would do neither, we have no 
fear that he would fail to adopt the policy that was wisest and best.

The petition, signed by seventy-seven 
persons, who are understood to be the company sets forth that they had to pay 
their transportation charges from Wetumpka to Mobile and back, accounting to 
ten dollars and fifty-six cents each. 

The laws of the United States allow volunteers, or militia called into service 
pay from the day of appearing at their battalion, regimental or brigade rendez¬ 
vous, and a day’s pay and rations for every fifteen miles from his home to said 
place of rendezvous and the same allowance from the place of discharge home. 

The Government of the United state ordered the troops that turned out under 
the cal of Gen. Gaines to be paid an appointed a quartermaster at Mobile for 
that purpose, who is understood to be now in office and in the discharge or such 
duties. If the company from Tallapoosa have not received their pay they can 
do so upon proper application. 

If it is intended by the petition to ask this sum in addition to the pay allowed 
by the General Government, the committee feel bound in duty to the State to re¬ 
fuse such payments ; because this State is not called upon to pay these expenses 
of foreign war, and the laws of the United States seem to have provided pay and 
allowances in all cases. 

The committee therefore deem it inexpedient to pass the bill. 

The report was concurred in. 

On motion of Mr Creagh, in order that the select committee having under 
consideration the revenue bill might have an opportunity of prosecuting their 
labors the senate took an informal recess until 12 o’clock.

Mr Edwards from the Select Committee, to whom was referred the 
bill to be entitled an act to provide for the assessment and collection of 
taxes, made the following report: 

As soon as the bill was submitted to them, a majority of the Commit 
tee became satisfied that it was not possible to adopt a different plan or 
to frame a new bill on the subject with any hope of passing it through 
the Legislature at this session. They found that either the duty of provi- 
ing the necessary revenue would be left unperformed, or else that this bill 
must be made the basis of all operations on the subject. The committee 
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therefore directed their attention to the improvement of the bill before 
them, they have as minutely evinced and carefully considered the bill as 
its voluminous nature the very limited time allotted them would ad¬ 
mit. But the frequently interrupted examinations which they could give 
to a bill of 120 sections in the course of two days, have been less satis¬ 
factory even to themselves than they could desire. Nevertheless, the com¬ 
mittee have diligently read the whole bill, and consulted with each other 
in committee on every portion of it In the course of their examination 
several amendments suggested themselves to the committee, and are 
herewith submitted. The alterations which have bean made are mostly 
of an unimportant kind, with the exception of these marked, 19,21, 28, 

30, 31, 32, 35, to 38, 52 and 58, they refer to details and matters of no 
very general interest. The majority of the committee moved the adop¬ 
tion of the amendments, and the passage of the bill as amended. 

On a subject so embarrassed by conflicting interest and opinions, the 
committee cannot reasonably think that they have removed all objections 
to the bill, or that, withal they have done what is entirely acceptable to a- 
ny. They have been able to attain this result only by the exercise of 
much conciliation and concession, this they conceive is the only way in 
which the task imposed on the Legislature by our consiiuents, can ever 
be accomplished or their expectations fulfilled.

AFTERNOON SESSION, March 4, 1848. 

The Senate met pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr Frazier made the following report. 

The joint committee appointed to examine the offices of the Comptroller of 
Public Accounts and State Treasurer, beg leave to submit the following 
report: 

The committee first examined the vouchers on file in the Comptroller's office, 
comparing them with the entrys in the book of the office, and with the laws and 
resolutions making appropriations. The committee next compared the warrants 
on file in the Treasurer's office with the entrys in the books of that office ; then 
in the two offices were carefully compared together, the entrys and additions 
closely examined and tested, and the whole were found entirely correct and cor¬ 
responding in items and amounts. 

The committee would here state that in settling the outstanding liabilities of 
the Penitentiary, the law required the comptroller of public accounts to draw his 
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warrant on the Treasurer for such amounts as the Governor should order and 
direct. Some of the orders on file appear not to have been signed by the Gov¬ 
ernor, but by his private secretary. The vouchers were not therefore strictly in 
legal form, but the committee are satisfied from the testimony before them that 
the Governor directed and sanctioned what his private secretary did. 

The committee attempted to examine more thoroughly the office of the Comp¬ 
troller than had heretofore been done. For this purpose they caused a ledger to 
be made up, in which was charged the amount of assessment of taxes, license, 

&c. in each county since 1842, and the payments, commissions, insolvencies, 

&c. were credited. The books heretofore required to be kept in the comtroller's 
office did not, afford the committee the means of arriving at any thing certain on 
this subject. Some of the accounts could not be made to balance, but the com 
mittee believe that this is to be accounted for by the fact that supplemental re¬ 
turns, insolvencies and licenses have sometimes been brought up on small pieces 
of paper and preserved among the papers in the office. 

The Treasurer exhibited to the committee his bank book showing that he had 
deposited in the State bank at Tuscaloosa and at the Branch Bank at Montgom¬ 
ery the amount of money received by him. 

The committee had no means of testing the correctness of this book so far 
as the deposits at Tuscaloosa were concerned ; but from every evidence and cir¬ 
cumstance within the reach of the committee they have no doubt of the cor¬ 
rectness of this book. 

From the whole examination so far as it has been practicable to make, your 
committee are bound to say that these officers appear to have discharged their 
official duties with honesty and fidelity.

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 

Montgomery, March 6, 1848. 

To the Senate of The State of Alabama. 

I return to the Senate, a bill entitled an act to amend the laws in re- 
ation to free negroes brought by vessels into the Bay of Mobile. 

This bill originated in the Senate and passed the two Houses, having 
been amended and acted upon towards the last hours of the session of the 
General Assembly, and presented for my approval but a short time before 
the period fixed for the adjournment of that body. 

The period for the adjournment being so near at hand, I have no op 
portunity of examining the bill or principles involved ; but, as I have 
no disposition to withhold the bill under the constitutional authority 
given to the Executive, where they are presented within less than five 
days before the adjournment of, the Legislature I return the bill re¬ 
ferred to, to the Senate, with my objections, for such action thereon as 
the General Assembly may think proper. 

My objection rests upon the 6th and last section of the bill referred to, 
which is in the following language: 

Section 6. And be it further enacted, That no free negro or person 
of color who shall enter into this State on board of any vessel as a Cook, 
Steward or Mariner, or in any other employment on board of such vessel, 
and who shall be apprehended and confined by any Sheriff in pursuance 
of the provisions of the act, approved. Dec. 4th, 1841, shall be entitled to 
the writ of habeas corpus ; and the laws of this State relative to the 
granting of the writ of habeas corpus are hereby declared not to apply 
to any free negro or person of color entering this State contrary to the 
provisions of this act, approved, December 4,1841. 

This section, it seems to me, conflicts with the constitution of this 
State, (Article 1st, Declaration of Rights, Section 17,) which is, in the 
language of the Constitution of the United States, our Constitution pro¬ 
vides that “ the privilege of the writ of habeas corpus shall not be sus¬ 
pended unless when in cases of rebellion or invasion and the public safety 
require it. 

The right to the writ of liberty under our form of government is not 
merely a Legislative but a constitutional right, which cannot be taken 
away without a change of the Constitution, unless the exception provided 
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for, exists; which, it is not pretended does now authorize such suspension. 

However desirable it may be to carry out the other provisions of the 
bill referred to, which I readily approve, I cannot, with the lights now 
before me, sanction the last section thereof, under the oath I have taken 
to support the Constitution. 

I therefore return the bill without my approval.

On motion of Mr Creagh, the House bill for the relief of the heirs of 
Pleasant May, Sen., deceased, and others, was taken up and read, the 
rule being suspended, was read the second and third times and passed. 

On motion of Mr Stewart, the bill from the House to prevent the sto¬ 
rage of gunpowder in larger quantities than 100 pounds in the city of 
Mobile, was taken up, read the second and third times and passed. 

The House bill to organize the militia in Choctaw county, was read 
the first and second times forthwith, and on motion of Mr President, 

(Mr Davis in the Chair) the blank in said bill was filled with 120, the 
bill was then read the third time and passed. 

The House bill to establish a Company beat in Marion county, was 
read, the rule suspended, read the second and third times forthwith and 
passed. 

Mr Garrett moved to take up the House bill to establish the Homo- 
cpathic Board in this State, which was carried, and the bill was referred 
to the committee on Propositions and Grievances. 

The House bill to procure medical aid for, and to compensate Physi¬ 
cians for services rendered State prisoners in the several counties in this 
State, was indefinite postponed. 

Mr Nabors moved to take up the House bill for the relief of Abram 
Anderson, of Monroe county, which was carried, and on motion Mr 
Nabors, was amended by inserting “ Talladega” before “ Shelby,” the 
bill was then read the third time and passed. 

Mr Buford offered the following protest: 

Mr President—Availing myself of the constitutional right of “any 
member of either House to dissent from, or protest against, any act or 
resolution which he may think injurious to the public and to have the 
reasons of his dissent entered on the Journals,” I ask permission to re- 
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cord this, my protest against the legislative action, at the present session’ 
in regard to these subjects, to wit: Taxation, the Currency, and the Con¬ 
stitution. 

First: as to Taxation. The introducing and printing, by the House, 
of the voluminous Revenue Bill was so near the day fixed for adjourn¬ 
ment the Senators, already burthened with other labors, and constantly 
occupied in watching the thousand threads of an intricate web, now fast 
weaving to its end, had, in fact, no sufficient time to analyze and under¬ 
stand the many complex provisions of that bill. This difficulty was made 
insunnountable, by the fact, that after the printing, it was so amended 
in the House as to render the printed copies of little service, and after its 
introduction into the Senate, was withdrawn to a committee, after two 
reading by the caption only, and before it could be examined by one 
tenth of the members. The committee reported many and important 
modifications. We had no time to lay the report, with the bill and 
amendments, on the table—to compare and see their bearings and rela¬ 
tions with each other, and with the old law—but were forced to act on 
the spur of the moment, and separately on each amendment, as read 
from the report. The other sections of the bill, as it came from the 
House, were immediately acted on in the same way. 

This hurry, and want to time to deliberate on one of its chief mea¬ 
surers, arose, perhaps, as such things usually arise, i.. from consuming 
the first part of the session by the common and culpable habit of moving 
to take or pass measurers out of the ordinary course—by the usually fu¬ 
tile and foolish opposition to such motions, after made—by captious mo¬ 
tions—by that class of speeches, resolutions, bills, and other measures, 
commonly known as “capital for Bunkum”—by attending to the General 
Government, Mexico, and many things foreign to our duties—by moving 
and discussing resolutions to adjourn sine die, before we have accom¬ 
plished any thing—and by the thousand other ways, in which it is easy 
to gain popular favor without work or thought, while the laboring few 
toil on in singleness of purpose till whatever is to be done is accomplish¬ 
ed, their constituents unconscious of its source. With these sins, 1 re¬ 
proach others not more than myself. 

When almost the entire session is thus consumed, all become equally 
urgent to adjourn. The most important measures are hurried, with a 
velocity increasing each moment of their progress ; and thus we are 
forced to ??? measures pass without perfecting them, and to vote unad¬ 
visedly, or to resort to the care-saving and safe expedient of opposing 
every thing. Against this mode of legislation, and especially against the 
time and manner of introducing, hurrying and passing the Revenue Bill 
1 protest, in the name of my constituents. Instructed, however, as I 
was, by those constituents, to do nothing that resembled or tended to re- 
padiation, I was forced to vote for and facilitate the passage of that bill, 
although onerous and obnoxious to the farming and planting interests, 
in its unequal bur hens ; and impolitic, in not discriminating between 
whole sale and retail sales of merchandise; as it tends, by double taxing 
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the wholesale trade, to transfer it from our own to foreign cities. And 
while I believe it is, in the main, more equal and just, and better than 
the old law, yet, against the features above indicated I protest, as un¬ 
wise and unjust, as also against the refusal, by the Senate, (in its great 
haste) to consider (in connexion with that bill) of measures calculated to 
induce a healthy public sentiment in relation to discharging public dues, 
and its refusal to consider the amendment proposing the collection of 
taxes in the common currency of the country. 

Second: I solemnly protest against the refusal to provide a currency 
of our own. It was no question as to whether a metal or paper curren¬ 
cy were the better, but whether it was most politic to use our own or 
foreign paper, of which we know but little, and over which we have no 
control. It was but a question of paying half a million yearly tribute to 
other States for commercial facilities, or a less amount to our own citizens 
for safer and more abundant means. It especially behooves us, at this 
time of increasing taxation, to stop this enormous drain upon our re¬ 
sources. It was no question between specie and paper; for we have 
refused to exclude foreign paper—we have thereby said it shall be the 
currency of the State, and yet, with fresh inconsistency, we have, the 
next moment, reused to make this currency receivable in public dues, 
and refused to remove the obstructions to its flowing in ; which have no 
effect but to render it dearer to our citizens, and who, by the laws of 
trade, are forced to use it. And as certainly as trade will seek the mar¬ 
kets where money is most abundant and cheap, so certainly will this 
policy conduce to divert trade from our own towns and seaports. But 
it seems an abuse of terms to dignify with the appellation of policy this 
zigzag course; which seems marked out only by the tortuous and un¬ 
meaning claptraps of party. 

Third: In regard to the amendments proposed to the Constitution. I 
protest against them, because the evils they propose to remedy are nei¬ 
ther great nor urgent—because the Constitution needs re-modeling in 
divers particulars, and a convention only is adequate to this end—and 
because the power to call a convention ought, before any other amend¬ 
ment to be engrafted on that instrument. And protest against the 
amendment designated as number one, because it attacks, in some de 
gree, that feature which provides that one branch of the legislature shall 
operate as a check upon the other: the wisdom of which is approved in 
the National Constitution, and that of almost every State in the Union. 

As to amendment No. 2 : I favor the election of all the Judges (Su¬ 
preme, Circuit and Chancery inclusive) by the people of the State at 
large, and my proposition so contemplated. In such elections, combina¬ 
tions cannot be made—personal solicitation is impossible, and supple 
knavery unavailing. The candidate must rely on known character, and 
???? on individual favor. With the legislature, all this is reversed ; and 
as to responsibility, that is so divided and diluted as to amount to no¬ 
thing. But amendment No. 2 proposes for the legislature still to elect 
the Chancellors and Supreme Judges, and gives the election of Circuit 
Judges to the several circuits. As a minority man, and in view of the 
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present position of parties in my own circuit, this change is to me per¬ 
sonally desirable. If I might not reach that judgeship myself, I am 
aware that few in the circuit might contribute more largely to the ap¬ 
pointment. With short terms, and frequent accountability to a small 
clique, such judge (if they choose) would necessarily be their mere in¬ 
strument. In litigation with one of the controlling few, what chance 
would the uncomplaining orphan and helpless widow, the obscure or the 
indigent, stand before the creature of their power? It is idle to say the 
law is certain, or that the appellate courts afford a remedy: almost every 
case, whether in law or equity, can be made to turn upon some point of 
discretion that is not revisble. And it is well known to the initiated 
that the effect of a charge, correct in law, may be counteracted by an 
emphasis or an inuendo, things too subtile to be reached by bills of ex¬ 
ception. And even in Chancery causes, where every thing is of record, 
partial judgment are ever concealed under plausible sophistries, that ap¬ 
pellate tribunals seldom take the trouble and invidious task of divesting 
and analysing. It is the nisi prius bench that is the great bulwark of our 
rights and liberties—is that which ought to be strengthened, dignified, 
and rendered firm. It is that which, above all others, ought to be able, 
self-relying and learned. And yet we seem fatally bent upon depraving 
and corrupting it. As counsel, in many causes, I have had some chance 
to observe, and the views above expressed are mere results of experience. 

I have had but one prayer for poor clients, it is that God may save them 
from the fangs of an expecting and time serving judiciary; but that I 
pray continually. 

Since I am here to legislate for the future, and not for the present 
personal interests, or the temporary relation of parties; in the name of 
truth and justice—in the name of the poor, the wronged and the friend¬ 
less—I solemnly protest against this fatal blow at the independence of 
our judiciary. J. BUFORD.

The time for the dissolution of this body has come ; a time to which 
we have looked with pleasure, when we should be again united with our 
families and friends, and all the pleasant and sacred ties of home. 

Yet this hour is not without its regrets and sorrows We now sep- 
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rate from those with whom we have been long and pleasantly associa¬ 
ted. To me the separation is most painful. To many of the Senate, I 
was u nkn own when we met; to others slightly known. From all I have 
received nothing but kindness. 

No matter what may be my future destiny, whether in success and I 
honor, in disappointment or sorrow my future lot may be cast, I shall 
ever remember this body, and every member of it, as associated with 
those pleasures, which belong to the memory of the past, and, in, this 
parting, I leave you with the sincerest hopes of your success and happi¬ 
ness in all the vicissitudes of future life. 

I now pronounce the Senate adjourned sine die.
